BILts oF DIVORCE. 


71..Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “ Official Gazette,’ and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the instance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

and country people on both the points of attack. 
The discredit and ridicule attaching to these mar- 
auders on account of their signal overthrow when 
they had scarcely crossed the frontier, must cripple 
if not entirely destroy the means of re-organizing ex- 
peditions as wicked and nonjustifiable in their con- 
ception as they have been feeble and nonsuccessful 
in their execution.

HEREAS by the “British North America Act, 
W 1867,” it was (amongst other things) enacted 
that it should be lawful for the Queen, by and with 
the advice of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, on Address from the Houses of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, to admit Rupert’s Land and the 
North-Western Territory, or either of them, into the 
Union on such terms and conditions in each case as 
should be in the Addresses expressed, and as the 
Queen should think fit to approve, subject to the 
provisions of the said Act. And it was further 
enacted that the provisions of any Order in Council 
in that behalf should have effect as if they had been 
enacted by the Parliament of the United Kingdom 
of Great Biitain and Ireland : 

And whereas by an Address from the Houses of 
the Parliament of Canada, of which Address a copy 
is contained in the Schedule to this Order annexed, 
marked A, Her Majesty was prayed, by and with the 
advice of Her Most Honourable Privy Council, to 
unite Rupert’s Land and the North Western Territory 
with the Dominion of Canada, and to grant to the 
Parliament of Canada authority to legislate for their 
future welfare and good government upon the terms 
and conditions therein stated : 


And whereas by the ‘‘ Rupert’s Land Act, 1868,’ it 
was (amongst other things) enacted that it should 
Le competent for the Governor and Company of Ad- 
venturers of England trading into Hudson’s Bay 
(hereinafter called the Company) to surrender to Her 
Majesty, and for Her Majesty, by ary Instrument 
under Her Sign Manual and Signet to accept a sur- 
render of all or any of the lands, territories, rights, 
privileges, liberties, franchises, powers, and authori- 
ties whatsoever granted or purported to be granted 
by certain Letters Patent therein recited to the said 
Company within Rupert’s Land upon such terms and 
conditions as should be agreed upon by and between 
Her Majesty and the said Company; provided, kow- 
ever, that such surrender should not be accepted by 
Her Majesty until the terms and conditions upon 
which Rupert’s Land should be admitted into the 
said Dominion of Canada should have been approved 
of by Her Majesty and embodied in an Address to 
Her Majesty from both the Houses of the Parliament 
of Canada, in pursuance of the 146th Section of the 
“« British North America Act, 1867 :” 

And it was by the same Act further enacted that it 
should be competent to Her Majesty, by Order or 
Orders in Council, on Addresses from the Houses of 
the Parliament of Canada, to declare that Rupert’s 
Land should, {from a date to be therein mentioned, 
be admitted into and beceme part of the Dominion 
of Canada : 

And whereas a second Address from both the 
Houses of the Parliament of Canada has been receiv- 
ed by Her Majesty praying that Her Majesty will be 
pleased, under the provisions of the hereinbefore re- 
cited Acts, to unite Rupert's Land on the terms and 
conditions expressed in certain Resolutions therein 
referred to and approved of by Her Majesty, of which 
said Resolutions and Address copies are contained in 
the Schedule to this Order annexed, marked B, and 
aso to unite the North-Western Territory with the 
Dominion of Canada, as prayed for by and on the 
terms and conditions contained in the hereinbefore 
first recited Address, and also approved of by Her 
Majesty : 

And whereas a draft surrender hus been submitted 
to the Governor-General of Canada containing stipu- 
lations to the following effect, viz. :— 


1. The sum ot 300,000/. (being the sum hereinafter 
méntioned) shall be paid by the Canadian Govern.

It is hereby Ordered and declared by Her Majesty, 
by and with the advice of the Privy Council, in pur- 
suance and exercise of the powers vested in Her 
Majesty by the said Acts of Parliament, that from and 
after the fifteenth day of Jvly, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy, the said North-Western Terri- 
tory shall be admitted into and become part of the

2. The Company are to retain the posts they 
actually occupy in the North-Western Territory, and 
may, within twelve months of the surrender, select a 
block of land adjoining each of its posts within any 
part of British North America not comprised in Cana- 
da and British Columbia, in conformity, except as 
regards the Red River Territory, with a list made out 
by the Company and communicated to the Canadian 
Ministers, being the list in the Schedule of the afore- 
said Deed of Surrender. The actual survey is to be 
proceeded with, with all convenient speed. 

3. The size of each block is not to exceed [10] 
acres round Upper Fort Garry, [300] acres round 
Lower Fort Garry ; in the rest of the Red River Ter- 
ritory a1 number of acres to be settled at once be- 
tween the Governor in Council and the Company, but 
so that the aggregate extent of the blocks is not to 
exceed 50,000 acres. 

4. So far as the configuration of the country -ad- 
mits, the blocks shall front the river or road, by 
which means of access are provided, and shall be 
approximately in the shape of parallelograms, of 
Which the frontage shall not be more than half the 
depth. 

5. The Company may, for fifty years after the sur- 
render, claim in any township or distriet within the 
Fertile Belt, in which land is set out for settlement, 
grants of land not exceeding one-twentieth part of 
the land so set out. The blocks so granted to be 
determined by lot, and the Company to pay a rate- 
able share of the survey expenses, not exceeding 8 
cents Canadian an acre.

“11. The Company is to be at liberty to carry on its 
trade without hindrance in its corporate capacity, and 
no exceptional tax is to be placed on the Company's 
land, trade, or servants, nor any import duties on 
goods introdueed by them previous te the surrender, 
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12. Canada is to take over the materials of the 
electric telegraph at cost price—such price includ- 
ing transport, but not including interest for money, 
and subject to a deduction for ascertained deteri- 
oration.

To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 


Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, 
the Senate and Commons of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, in Parliament assembled, humbly approach your 
Majesty for the purpose of representing :— 

That it would promote the prosperity of the Cana- 
dian people, and conduce to the advantage of the 
whole Empire, if the Dominion of Canada, consti- 
tuted under the provisions of the British North 
America Act of 1867, were extended westward to 
the shores of the Pacific Ocean. 

That the colonization of the fertile lands of the 
Saskatehewan, the Assiniboine, and the Red River 
districts; the development of the mineral wealth 
which abounds in the region of the North-west; and 
the extension of commercial intercourse through the 
British possessions in America from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, are alike dependent upon the establish- 
ment of a stable Government for the maintenance of 
law and order in the North-western Territories. 

That the welfare of a sparse and widely scattered 
population of British subjects of European origin, 
already inhabiting these remote and unorganized ter- 
ritories, would be materially enhanced by the for- 
mation therein of political institutions bearing an- 
alogy, as far as circumstances will admit, to those 
which exist in the several Provinces of this Domin- 
ion. 

That the 146th section of the British North Amer- 
ica Act of 1867 provides for the admission of Rupert’s 
Land andthe North-western Territory, or either of 
them, into union with Canada, upon the terms and 
conditions to be expressed in addresses from the 
Houses of Parliament of this Dominion to your 
Majesty, and which shall be approved of by your 
Majesty in Council. 

That we do therefore most humbly pray that your 
Majesty will be graeionsly pleased, by and with the 


advice of your Most Honorable Privy Counci to 
unite Rupert’s Land and the North-western Territory 
with this Dominion, and to grant to the Parliament 
of Canada authority to legislate for their future wel- 
fare and good Government; and we most humbly 
beg to express to your Majesty that we are willing to 
assume the duties and obligations of government 
and legislation as regards these territories. 

That in the event of your Majesty’s Government 
agreeing to transfer to Canada the jurisdiction and 
control over the said region, the Government and 
Parliament of Canada will be ready to provide that 
the legal rights of any corporation, company or indi- 
vidual within the same shall be respected, and plac- 
ed under the protection of Courts of competent Jur- 
isdiction. 

And furthermore, that, upon the transference of 
the territories in question to the Canadian Goyern- 
ment, the claims of the Indian tribes to compensa- 
tion for lands required for purposes of settlement 
will be considered and settled in conformity with the 
equitable principles which have uniformly governed 
the British Crown in its dealings with the aboriginies. 

All which we humbly pray your Majesty to take 
into your Majesty’s most gracious and favourable con- 
sideration.

and legislation as regards those territories. 

Resolved,—That the Joint Addiess of the Senate 
and Commons of Canada was duly laid at the foot of 
the throne, and that Her Majesty, by despatch from 
the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, the Governor General of Canada, under 
date of 23rd of April, 1868, signified Her willingness 
to comply with the prayer of the said Address; but 
She was advised that the requisite powers of govern- 
ment and legislation could not, consistently with the 
existing charter of the Hudson’s Bay Company, be 
transferred to Canada without an Act of Parliament, 
which Act was subsequently passed by the Imperial 
Parliament, and received Her Majesty's Assent on 
the 3lst July, 1868.

Granville, and in two subsequent Memorandums 
dated respectively 22nd and 29th March, 1869, con- 
taining a modification of such terms, and are in the

“ Terms, as stated in the Letter from Sir Frederic Rogers 
of 9th March, 1869. 


‘1, The Hudson’s Bay Company to surrender to 
Her Majesty all the rights of Government, property,

other part of British North America not comprised in 
Rupert’s Land, Canada, or British Columbia. 

“9, Canada is to pay to the Company 300,0001., 
when Rupert’s Land is transferred to the Dominion 
of (anada. 

‘‘ 3, The Company may, within twelve months of 
the surrender, select a block of land adjoining each 
of its stations within the limits specified in Article 1. 

“The size of the blocks is not to exceed 
acres in the Red River territory, nor 3,000 acres 
beyond that territory, and the aggregate extent of 
the blocks is not to extend 50,000 acres. 

‘“‘5. So far as the configuration of the country 
admits, the blocks are to be in the shape of parallelo- 
grams, of which the length is not more than double 
the breadth. 

‘6. The Hudson’s Bay Company may for fifty years 
after the surrender claim in any township or district 
within the Fertile Belt in which land is set out 
for settlement, grants of land not exceeding one- 
twentieth part of the land so set out. The blocks so 
granted to be determined by lot, and the Hudson’s 
hay Company to pay a rateable share of the survey 
expenses not exceeding an acre. 


‘7, For the purpose of the present agreement, 


the Fertile Belt is to be bounded as follows: on the 
south by the United States Boundary, on the west by 
the Rocky Mountains, on the north by the northern 
branch of the Saskatchewan, on the east by Lake 
Winnipeg, the Lake +f the Woods, and the waters 
connecting them, 
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“8, All titles to land up to the 8th March, 1869, 
conferred by the company are to be confirmed. 

“9. The Company is to be at liberty to carry on 
its trade without hindrance in its corporate capacity, 
and no exceptional tax is to be placed on the (om- 
pany’s land, trede, ov servants, nor any import duty 
on goods introduced by them previous to the sur- 
render. 

“10, Canada is to take over the materials of the 
electric telegraph at cost price, such price including 
transport, but not including interest for money, and 
subject to a deduction for ascertained deteriorations. 

11. The Company’s claim to land under agree- 
ment of Messrs. Vankoughnet and Hopkins to be 
withdrawn. 

12. The details of this arrangement, including 
the fillmg up the blanks in Articles 4 and 6 to be 
settled at once by mutual agreement.”

That we learn with satisfaction by letter from the 
Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies of the 9th 
March last, that, in fulfilment of the expectations 
held out in Mr. Cardwell’s despatch of the 17th of 
June, 1865, your Majesty's Government will be 
prepared to propose to Parliament that the Imperial 
guarantee be given to a loan of 300,000/. the amount 
which his proposed to be paid over by Canada on the 
transfer of the Company’s rights.

Wuerxas the said Governor and Company were 
established and incorporated by their said name of 
“The Governor and Company of Adventurers of 
England trading into Hidson’s Bay,” by Letters

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Second in the twenty-second year of his reign, where- 
by His said Majesty granted unto the said Campany 
and their successors the sole trade and commerce of 
all those seas, straits, bays, rivers, lakes, creeks, and 
sounds in whatsoever latitude they should be, that lay 
within the entrance of the straits commonly called 
Hudson's Straits, together with all the lands and 
territories upon the countries, coasts, and confines of 
the seas, bays, lakes, rivers, creeks, and sounds 
aforesaid, that were not already actually possessed 
by, or granted to, any of His Majesty’s subjects, or 
possessed by the subjects of any other Christian 
Prince or State, and that the said land should be 
from thenceforth reckoned and reputed as one of 
His Majesty’s Plantations or Colonies in America 
called Rupert's Land, and whereby His said Majesty 
made and constituted the said Governor and Com- 
pany and their successors the absolute Lords and 
proprietors of the same territory, limits, and places 
aforesaid, and of all other the premises saving the 
faith, allegiance, and sovereign dominion due to His 
said Majesty, his heirs and successors for the same, 
and granted to the said Governor and Company and 
their successors, such rights of Government and other 
rights, privileges, and liberties, franchises, powers, 
and authorities in Rupert’s Land as therein express- 
ed.

All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 


making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road, or Telegraph - 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal. Lock, Dam, or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incorporation of any 
the rights or property of other parties, or relate to 
any particular class of the community; or for making 
any amendment of a like nature to any former Act.— 
shall require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify 
ing the nature and object of the application, to be 
published as follows, viz: 


In the province of Quebec—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, in the English and French languages, 
and in one newspaper in the English. and one news- 
paper in the French language, in the District affected, 
in both languages, if there be but one paper; or if 
there be no paper published therein, then (in both 
languages) in tne Official Gazette, and in a paper 
published in an adjoining District. _ 

In any other Province—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties, affected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper, 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper 1s 
published. 

Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
‘ime between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the petition. 

54. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, is 
presented to the House, the person or persons intend- 
ing to petition fee such Bill, shall, upon giving due 
notice prescribed by the preceding Rule, also, at the 
same time, and in the same manner, give notice ot

71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “ Official Gazette,” and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

ment of a stable Government for the maintenance of 
law and order in the North-western Territories. 

That the welfare of a sparse and widely scattered 
population of British subjects of European origin, 
already inhabiting these remote and unorganized ter- 
ritories, would be materially enhanced by the for- 
mation therein of political institutions bearing an- 
alogy, asfaras circumstances will admit, to those 
which exist in the several Provinces of this Domin- 
jon. 

That the 146th section of the British North Amer- 
ica Act of 1867 provides for the admission of Rupert's 
Land and the North-western Territory, or either of 
them, into union with Canada, upon the terms and 
conditions to be expressed in addresses from the 
Houses of Parliament of this Dominion to your 
Majesty, and which shall be approved of by your 
Majesty in Council. 

That we do therefore most humbly pray that your

Most Honorable Privy Counci to 
unite Rupert’s Land and the North-western Territory 
with this Dominion, and to grant to the Parliament 
of Canada authority to legislate for their future wel- 
fare and good Government; and we most humbly 
beg to express to your Majesty that we are willing to 
assume the duties and obligations of government 
and legislation as regards these territories. 

That in the event of your Majesty’s Government

To all to whom these presents shall come unto, or 
concern, the Governor and Company of Adventures 
of England, trading into Hudson’s Bay, send 
greeting. 


Wuereras the said Governor and Company were 


forming the townships abutting on the northern bank, | established and incorporated by their said name cf 


the Company shall be at liberty to take their one- 
twentieth of any such townships, giving up to the 
Canadian Dominion an equal quantity of the portion 


‘The Governor and (ompany of Adventurers cf 
England tading into H dson’s Bay,” by Letters 
Patent granted by His lace Majesty King Charles the 
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Second in the twenty-second year of his reign, where- 
by his said Majesty granted unto the said Campany 
and their successors the sole trade and commerce of 
all those seas, straits, bays, rivers, lakes, creeks, and 
sounds in whatsoever latitude they should be, that lay 
within the entrance of the straits commonly called 
Hudson’s Straits, together with all the lands and 
territories upon the countries, coasts, and confines of 
the seas, bays, lakes, rivers, creeks, and sounds 
aforesaid, that were not already actually possessed 
by, or granted to, any of His Majesty’s subjects, or 
possessed by the subjects of any other Christian 
Prince or State, and that the said land should be 
from thenceforth reckoned and reputed as one of 
His Majesty’s Plantations or Colonies in America 
called Rupert’s Land, and whereby His said Majesty 
made and constituted the said Governor and Com- 
pany and their successors the absolute Lords and 
proprietors of the same territory, limits, and places 
- aforesaid, and of all other the premises saying the 
faith, allegiance, and sovereign dominion due to His 
said Majesty, his heirs and successors for the same 
and granted to the said Governor and Company anc 
their successors, such rights of Government and other 
rights, privileges, and liberties, franchises, powers, 
and authorities in Rupert’s Land as therein express- 
ed. And whereas ever since the date of the said 
‘Letters Patent, the said Governor and Company have 
exercised and enjoyed the sole right thereby granted 
of such trade and commerce as therein mentioned, 
and have exercised and enjoyed other rights, 
privileges, liberties, franchises, powers, and author- 
ities thereby granted, and the said Governor and 
Company may have exercised or assumed rights of 
Government in other parts of British North America 
not forming part of Rupert’s Land, or of Canada, 
or of British Columbia. And whereas, by the 
British North America Act, 1867, it is (amongst 
other things) enacted that it shall be lawful for Her 
present. Majesty Queen Victoria, by and with the 
advice and consent of Her Majesty’s most Honour- 
able Privy Council, on Address from the Houses of 
Parliament of Canada, to admit Rupert’s Land and 
the North-Western Territory or either of them into 
the Union of the Dominion of Canada on such terms 
and conditions as are in the Address expressed, and 
as Her Majesty thinks fit to approve, subject to the 
provisions of the said Act. And whereas, by the 
Rupert’s Land Act, 1868, it is enacted (amongst other 
things) that for the purposes of that Act the term 
“ Rupert’s Land’ shall include the whole of the 
lands and territories held or claimed to be held by 
the said Governor and Company, and that it shall be 
competent for the said Governor and Company to 
surrender to Her Majesty, and for Her Majesty, by 
any instrument under Her Sign.Manual and Signet to 
accept a surrender of all or any of the lands, territo- 
ries, rights, privileges, liberties, franchises, powers, 
and authorities whatsoever, granted or purported to 
be granted by the said Letters Patent to the said 
Governor and Company within Rupert’s Land, upon 
such terms and conditions as shall be agreed upon by 
and between Her Majesty and the said Governor and 
Company ; provided, however, that such surrender 
shall not be accepted by Her Majesty until the terms 
and conditions upon which Rupert’s Land shall be 
admitted into the said Dominion of Canada shall 
have been approved of by Her Majesty, and embodied 
m an Address to Her Majesty from the Houses of the 
Parliament of Canada in pursuance of the 146th 
Section of the British North America Act, 1867, and 
that upon the acceptance by Her Majesty of such 
surrender, all rights of Government and proprietary 
rights, and all other privileges, liberties, franchises, 
powers, and authorities whatsoever, granted or 
purported to be granted by the said Letters Patent 
to the said Governor and Company within Rupert's 
Land, and which shall have been so surrendered, 
shall be absolutely extinguished, provided that 
nothing in the said Act contained shall prevent the 
said Governor and Company from continuing to carry 
on in Rupert's Land or elsewhere trade and commerce 
And whereas Her said Majesty Queen Victoria and 
the said Governor and Company have agreed to terms 
and conditions upon which the said Governor and 


Company 


shall surrender to Her said Majesty, 
pursuant to the provisions in that behalf in the 
Rupert’s Land Act, 1868 contained, all the rights of 
Government and other rights, privileges, liberties, 
franchises, powers, and authorities, and all the lands 
and territories (except and subject asin the said 
terms and conditions expressed or mentioned) grant- 
ed or purported to be granted by the said Letters 
Patent, and also all similar rights which have been 
exercised or assumed by the said Governor and 
Company in any parts of British North America not 
forming part of Rupert’s Land, or of Canada, or of 
British Columbia, in order and to the intent that, 
after such surrender has been effected and accepted 
under the provisions of the last-mentionedl Act, the 
said Rupert’s Land may be admitted into the Union 
of the Dominion of Canada, pursuant to the herein- 
before-mentioned Acts or one of them. And 
whereas the said terms and conditions on which it has 
been agreed that the said surrender is to be made by 
the said Governor and Company (who are in the 
following Articles designated as the Company) to 
Her said Majesty are as follows (that is to say) :— 

1. The Canadian Government shall pay to the 
Company the sum of 300,000/. sterling when Rupert’s 
Land is transferred to the Dominion of Canada, 

2. The Company to retain all the posts or stations 
now actually possessed snd occupied by them or their 
officers or agents whether in Rupert's Land or any 
other part of British North America), and may within 
twelve months after the acceptance of the said 
surrender select a block of land adjoining each of 
their posts or stations within any part of British 
North America, not comprised in Canada and British 
Columbia in conformity, except as regards the Red 
River Territory, with a list made out by the Company 
and communicated to the Canadian Ministers, being 
the list in the annexed Schedule. The actual survey 


is to be proceeded with, with all convenient speed. 


3. The size of each block is not to exceed in the 
Red River Territory an amount to be agreed upon 
between the Company and the Governor of Canada in 
Council. 

4, So far as'the configuration of the country admits, 
the blocks shall front the river or road by which 
means of access are provided, and shall be approxim- 
ately in the shape of parallelograms, and of which the 
frontage shall not be more than half the depth. 

5. The Company may, at any time within fifty years 
after such acceptance of the said surrender, claim in 
any township or district within the fertile belt in 
which land is set out for settlements, grants of land 
not exceeding one-twentieth part of the land so set 
out ; the blocks so granted to be determined by lot, 
and the Company to pay a rateable share of the 
survey expenses, not exceeding 8 cents Canadian an 
acre. The Company may defer the exercise of their 
right of claiming their proportion of each township 
or district for not more than ten years after it is set 
out, but their claim must be limited to an allot- 
ment from the lands remaining unsold at the time 
they declare their intention to make it. 

6. For the purpose of the last Article the fertile 
belt is to be bounded as follows :—On the south by 
the United States’ boundary ; on the west by the 
Rocky Mountains; on the north by the Northern 
Branch of the Saskatchewan River ; on the east by 
Lake Winnipeg, the Lake of the Woods, and the 
waters connecting them. 

7. If any township shall be formed abutting on the 
north bank of the northern branch of the Saskat 
chewan River, the Company may take their one 
twentieth of any such township, which, for the 
purpose of this Article, shall not extend more than 
five miles inland from the river, giving to the Cana- 
dian Dominion an equal quantity of the portion of 
land coming to them of townships established on the 
southern bank of the said river, 

8. In laying out any public reads, canals, or other 
public works, through any block of land reserved to 
the Company, the Canadian Government may take 
without compensation such land as is necessary for 
the purpose, not exceeding one-twenty-fifth of the 
total acreage of the block; but if the Canadian 
Government require any land which is actually under 
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cultivation, which has been built upon, er which is 
necessary for giving the Company’s servants access to 
any river or lake, or as a frontage to any river or 
lake, the said Government shall pay to the Company 
the fair value of the same, and shall make compen- 
sation for any injury done to the Company or their 
servants. 


9. It is understood that the whole of the land to be 
appropriated within the meaning of the last preced- 
ing clause, shall be appropriated for public purposes. 


10. All titles to land up to the eighth day of Marchy 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, confer” 
red by the Company, are to be confirmed. 


11. The Company is to be at liberty to carry 
on its trade without hindrance in_ its corporate 
capacity, and no exceptional tax is to be placed on 
the Company’s land, trade, or servants, nor any 
import duty on goods introduced by the said Com- 
pany previously to such acceptance of the said 
surrender. 

12. Ganada is to take over the materials of the 
electric telegraph at cost price ; such price including 
transport, but not including interest for money, and 
subject to a deduction of ascertained deterioration. 

13. The Company’s claim to land under an agree- 
ment of Messrs. VanKoughnet and Hopkins is to be 
withdrawn. 

14. Any-claims of Indians to compensation for 
lands required for purposes of settlement shall be 
disposed of by the Canadian Government in commu- 
nication with the Imperial Government; and the 


Company shall be veii-ved of all responsibility im 
respect of them. 

And whereas the surrender hereinafter contained 
is intended to be made in pursuance of the agree- 
ment, and upon the terms and conditions herein- 
before stated. 

Now know ye, and these presents witness, that, 
in pursuance of the powers and provisions of the 
Rupert’s Land, Act, 1868, and on the terms and 
conditions aforesaid, and also on condition of this 
surrender being accepted pursuant to the provi- 
sions of that Act, the said Governor and Company 
do hereby surrender to the Queen’s Mest Gracious 
Majesty, all the rights of Government, and other 
rights, privileges, lib ‘1e:, franchises, powers, and 
authorities, granted or ; vported to be granted to 
the said Governor and Company by the said recited 
Letters Patent of His late Majesty King Charles the 
Second; and also all similar rights which may have 
been exercised or assumed by the said Governor and 
Company in any parts of British North America, not 
forming part of Rupert’s Land or of Canada, or of 
British Columbia, and all the lands and territories 
within Rupert’s Land (except and subject as in the 
said terms and conditions mentioned) granted or pur- 
ported to be granted to the said Governor and Com- 
pany by the said Letters Patent.

ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

1. During the continuance of the present state of 
war, all ships of war of either belligerent are pro- 
hibited from making use of any port or roadstead in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or 
in the Channel Islands, or in any of Her Majesty’s 
colonies or foreign possessions or dependencies, or 
of any waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of 
the British Crown, as a station or place of resort for 
any warlike purpose, or for the purpose of obtaining 
any facilities of warlike equipment; and no ship of 
war of either belligerent shall hereafter be permit- 
ted to sail out of or leave any port, roadstead, or 
waters subject to British jurisdiction, from which any 
vessel of the other belligerent (whether the same 
_ shall be a ship of war or a merchant ship) shall have 
previously departed, until after the expiration of at 
least twenty-four hours from the departure of such 
last-mentioned vessel beyond the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of Her Majesty. 

2. If any sihp of war of either belligerent shall, 
- after the time when this Order shall be first notified 
and put in force in the United Kingdom and in the 
Channel Islands, and in the several colonies and 
foreign possessions and dependencies of Her Majesty 
respectively, enter any port, roadstead, or waters 
belonging to Her Majesty, either in the United 
Kingdom or in the Channel Islands, or in any of Her 
Majesty’s colonies or foreign possessions or depen- 
dencies, such vessel shall be required to depart and 
put to sea within twenty-four hours after her en- 
trance into such port, roadstead, or waters, except in 
case of stress of weather, or of her requiring pro- 
visions or things necessary for the subsistence of her 
crew, or repairs, in either of which cases the authori- 
ties of the port, or of the nearest port (as the case 
may be) shall require her to put to sea as soon as 
possible after the expiration of such period of 
twenty-four hours, without permitting her to take in 
supplies beyond what may be necessary for her 
immediate use ; and no such vessel which may have 
been allowed to remain within British waters for the 
purpose of repair shall continue in any such port, 
roadstead, or waters for a longer period than twenty- 
four hours after her necessary repairs shall haye been 
completed. Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases 
in which there shall be any vessel (whether ships of 
war or merchant ships) of the seid belligerent par- 
ties in the same port, roadstead, or waters within the 
territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, there shall be 
an interval of not less than twenty-four hours between 
the departure therefrom of any such vessel (whether 
a ship of war or merchant ship) of the one belligerent 
and the subsequent departure therefrom of any ship 
of war of the other belligerent, and the time hereby 
limited for the departure of such ships of war re- 
spectively shall always, in case otf necessity, be 
extended so far as may be requisite for giving eftect 
to this proviso, but no further or otherwise. 

3. No ship of war of either belligerent shall here- 
after be permitted while in any port, roadstead, or 
waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of Her 
Majesty, to take in any supplies, except provisions 
and such other things as may be requisite for the 
subsistence of her crew, and except so much coal 
only as may be sufficient to carry such vessel to the 
nearest port of her own country, or to some nearer 
destination; and no coal shall again be supplied to 
any such ship of war in the same or any other port, 
roadstead, or waters subject to the territorial juris- 
diction of Her Majesty, without special permission, 
until after the expiration of three months from the 
time when such coal may have been last supplied to 
her within British waters as aforesaid. 

4. Armed ships of either party are interdicted 
from carrying prizes made by them into the ports, 
harbours, roadsteads, or waters of the United King- 
dom, or any of Her Majesty’s colonies or possessions 
abroad.

V |] HEREAS We are happily at Peace with all 
Sovereigns, Powers, and States : 

And whereas, notwithstanding Our utmost Exer- 
tions to preserve Peace between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, a State of War unhappily exists 
between His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
French and His Majesty the King of Prussia, and 
between their respective Subjects and others inhabit- 
ing within their Countries, Territories, or Dominions : 

And whereas, We are on Terms of Friendship and 
amicable Intercourse with each of these Sovereigns, 
and with their several Subjects and others inhabiting 
within their Countries, Territories, or Dominions : 

And whereas great numbers of Our loyal Subjects 
reside and carry on Commerce and possesses Property 
and Establishments, and enjoy various Rights and 
Privileges, within the Dominions of each of the 
aforesaid Sovereigns, protected by the Faith of 
Treaties between Us and each of the aforesaid 
Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Reace, which they 
now happily enjoy, are firmly purposed and determin- 
ed to abstain altogether from taking any part. 
directly or indirectly, in the War now unhappily 
existing between the said Sovereigns, their Subjects 
and Territories, and to remain at Peace with and to 
maintain a peaceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects, and. 
others inhabiting within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and to 
maintain a strict and impartial Neutrality in the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal 
Proclamation : 

And We do hereby strictly charge and command 
all Our loving Subjects to govern themselves 
accordingly, and to observe a strict Neutrality in and 
during the aforesaid War, and to abstain from 
violating or contravening either the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm in this Behalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation theret9, as they will answer to the 
contrary at their Peril : ; : 

And whereas in and by a certain Statute made and 
passed in the Fifty-ninth Year of His Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled ‘ An Act to prevent the 
Enlisting or ‘‘ Engagement of His Majesty’s Subjects 
<< to serve in a Foreign Service, and the fitting out or 
equipping, in His Majesty’s Dominions, Vessels for 
« Warlike Purposes, without His Majesty’s Licence,”’ 
it is amongst other Things declared and enacted as 
follows :— 

“¢ That if any person within any part of the United 
Kingdom, or in any Part of His Majesty’s Dominions 


‘beyond the Seas, shall, without the Leave and 


Licence of His Majesty for that Purpose first had and 
obtained as aforesaid, equip, furnish, fis out, or arm, 
or attempt or endeavour to equip, furnish, fit out, or 
arm, or procure to be equipped, furnished, fitted out, ° 
or armed, or shall knowingly aid, assist, or be 
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concérned in the eyuipping, furnishing, fitting out, 
or arming, of any Ship or Vessel, with Intent or in 
order that such Ship or Vessel shall be empl iyed in 
the Service of any Foreign Piince, State, or Potan- 
tte, or of any Foreign Colony, Province, or Part of 
aiy Province or People, or of any Person or Persons 
exercising or assuming to exercise any Powers of 
Governinent in or over any Foreign State, Colony, 
Province, or Part of any Province or People, as a 
Transport or Store Ship, or with Intent to cruize or 
commit .Hostilities against any Prince.

And if is in and by the said Act further enacted, — 


‘- That if any Person in any Part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Jreland, or in any 
Part of His Majesty's Dominions beyond the Yeas, 
without the Leave and Licence of His Majesty for 
that Purpose first hid and obtained as aforesaid, shall 
by adding to the Number of the Guns of such Vessel, 
or chinging those on board for other Guns, or by the 
Addition of any Equipment for War, increase or 
augment, or procure to be increased or augmented, 
or shall be knowingly concerned in increasing or 
augmenting, the warlike Force of any Ship or Vessel 
of War, or Uruizer, or other armed Vessel, which at 
the Time of her Arrival in any Part of the United 
Kingdom or any of His Majestys Dominions was a 
Ship of War, Cruizer, or armed Vessel in the Service 
of any Foreign Prince, State, or Potentate, or of

Now, in order that none of Our Subjects may, 
unwarily render themselves liable to the Penalties 
imposed by the said Statute, We do hereby strictly 
command, that no Person or Persons whatsoever do 
commit any Act, Matter, or Thing whatsoever 
contrary to the Provisions of the said Statute, upon 
Pain of the several Penalties by the said Statute 
imposed, and of Our high Displeasure. : 

And We do hereby further warn and admonish all 
Our loving Subjects, and all Persons whatsoever 
entitled to Our Protection, to observe towards each 
of the aforesaid Sovereigns, their Subjects and 
Territories, and towards all Belligerents whatsoever, 
with whom we are at Peace, the Duties of Neutrality; 
and to respect, in all and each of them, the Exercise 
of those Belligerent Rights which We and Our 
Royal Predecessors have always claimed to exercise. 

And We @o hereby further warn ail Our loving 
Subjects, and all Per-ons whatsoever entitled to Our 
Protection, that if any of them shall presume. in 
contempt of this Our Royal Proclamation, and of 
Our high Displeasure, to do any Acts in derogation 
of their Duty as Subjects of a Neutral Sovereign in a 
War between other Sovereigns, or in violation or con- 
travention of the Law of Nations in that Behalf, as 
more especially by breaking, or endeavoring to 
break, any Blockade lawfully and actually establish- 
ed by or on tenalf of either of the said Soverigns, by 
carrying ( flicers, Soldiers, Despatches, Arms, Am- 
munition, Military Stores or Materials, or any Article 
or Articles considered and deemed to be contraband 
of War according to the Law or modern Usages of 
Nations, for the Use or Service of either of the said 
Sovereigns, that all persons so offending, together 
with their Ships and Goods, will rightfully incur and 
be justly liable to hostile Capture, and to the Penal- 
ties denounced by the Law ot Nations in that Behalf. 

And We do hereby give Notice that all Our Sub- 
jects and Persons entitled to Our Protection who may 
misconduct themselves in the Premises will do so at 
their Peril, and of their own Wrong; and that they 
willin no wise obtain any Protection from Us against 
such Capture, .or such Penalties as aforesaid, but 
will. on the contrary, incur Cur high Displeasure by 
such Misconduct.

Her Masesty being fully determined to observe 
the duties of neutrality during the existing state of 
war between the Emperor of the French and the 
King of Prussia, and being moreover resolved to pre- 
vent, as far as possible, the’use of Her Majesty’s 
harbours, ports, and coasts, and the waters within 
Her Majesty's territorial jurisdiction, in aid of the 


warlike purposes of either belligerent, has command? 
ed me to communicate 40 your Lordship, for your 
guidance, the following rules, which are to be treat 

ed and enforced as Her Majesty’s orders and di 

rections. 

Her Mujesty is pleased further to command: that 
these rules shall be put in ‘orce in the United King- 
dom and in the Channel Islands, on and after the 26th 
day of July instant, and in Her Majesty's territories 
anc possessions beyond the seas six days after the day 
when the Governor or other chief authority of each 
of such terri‘ories or possessions respectively shall 
hive notified and published the same; stating in 
such notification that the said rules are to be oheyed 
by all persons within the same territories and pos- 
S$ sslons. 

1. During the continuance of the present state of 
war, all ships of war of either belligerent are pro- 
hibited from making use of any port or roadstead in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or - 
in the Channel Islands, or in any of Her Majesty’s 
‘olonies or f reign possessions or dependencies, or 
of any waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of 
he British Crown, as a station or place of resort for 
ny warlike purpose, or for the pu pose of obtaining 
any facilities of warlike equipment; and no ship of 
war of either belligerent shall hereafter be permit- 
ted to sail out of or leave any port, roadstead, or 
waters subject to British jurisdiction, from which any 
vessel of the other belligerent (whether the same 
sh Hl be a ship of war or a merchant ship) shall have 
previously departed, until after the expiration of at 
least twenty-four hours from the departure of such 
last-mentioned yessel beyond the territorial jurisdic-

2. If any sihp of war of either belligerent shall, 
\fter ‘he time when this Order shall be first notitiea 
und put in force in the United Kingdom and in the 
Jhannel Islands, and in the several colonies and 
foreign possessions and dependencies of Her Majesty 
respectively, enier any port, roadstead, or waters 
belonging to Her Majesty, either in the United 
Kingdom or in the Channel Islands, or in any of Her 
Majesty's colonies or foreign possessions or depen- 
dencies, such vessel shall be required to depart and 
put to sea within twenty-four hours after her en- 
trance into such port, roadstead, or waters, except in 
case of stress of weather, or of her requiring prc« 
visions or things necessary for the subsistence of her 
crew, Or repairs, in either of which cases the authori- 
ties of the port, or of the nearest port (as the cae 
may be) shall require her to put to sea as soon as 
possible after the expiration of such period cf 
twenty-four hours, without permitting her to take in 
supplies beyond what may be necessary for her 
immediate use ; and no such vessel which may have 
been allowed to remain within British waters for the 
purpose of repair shall continue in any such port, 
roadstead, or waters for a longer period than twenty- 
four hours after h r necessary repairs shall have been 
completed. Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases 
in which there shall be any vessel (whether ships cf 
war or merchant ships) of the said belligerent par- 
ties in the same port, roadstead, or waters within the 
territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, there shall te 
an interval of not less than twenty-four hours between 
the departure therefrom of any such vessel (whether 
a ship of war or merchant ship) of the one belligerent

3. No ship of war of either belligerent shall here-

only as may be sufficient to carry such vessel to the

VICTORIA R. 


HEREAS We are happily at Peace with all 
Sovereigns, Powers, and States : 

And whereas, notwithstanding Our utmost Exer- 
tions to preserve Peice between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, a State of War unhappily exists 
between His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
French and His Majesty the King of Prussia, and 
between their respective Subjects and others inhabit- 
ing within their Countries, Territories, or Domimions: 

And whereas, We are on Terms of Friendship and 
amicable Intercourse with each of these Sovereigns, 
and with their several Subjects and others mhabiting 
within their Countries, Territories, or Dominions : 

And whereas great numbers of Our loyal Subjects 
reside and carry on Commerce and possesses Property 
and Establishments, and enjoy various Rights and 
Privileges, within the Dominions of each of the 
aforesaid Sovereigns, protected by. the Faith of 
Treaties b.tween Us ani eich of the aforesaid 
Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace, which they 
now happily enjoy, are firmly purposed and determin- 
ed to abstain altogether from taking any part, 
directly or indirectly, in the War now unhappily 
existing between the said Sovereigns, their Subjects 
and Territories, and to remain at Peace with and to 
maintain a peaceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects, and 
others inhabiting within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and to 
maintain a strict and impartial Neutrality in the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy «‘ouncil, to issue this Our Royal 
Proclamation : 

And We do hereby stiicily charg + and command 
all Our loving Subjects to govern themselves 
accordingly, and to observe a st: ict Neutrality in and 
during the aforesaid War, and to abstain from 
violating or contraveuing either the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm in this Behalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation theret), as they will answer to the 
contrary at their Peril : 

And whereas in and by a certain Statute made and 
passed in the Fifty-ninth Year of His Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled “ An Act to prevent the 


Enlisting or “ Engagement of His Majesty's Subjects 
“< to serve in a Foreign Service, and the fitting out or 
equipping, in His Majesty’s Dominions, Vessels for 
‘© Warlike Purposes, without His Majesty’s Licence,” 
it is amongst other Things declared and enacted as 
follows :— P 
‘That if any person within any part of the United 
Kingdom, or in any Part of His Majesty’s Dominions 
beyond the Seas, shall, without the Leave and 
Licence of His Majesty for that Piirpose first had and 
obtained as aforesaid, equip, furnish, fit out, or arm, 
or attempt or endeavour to equip, furnish, fit out, or 
arm, or procure to be equipped, urnished, fitted out, 
or armed, or shall knowingly foraid, assist, or be 
eoncerned in the equipping, furnishing, fitting out, 
or arming, of any Ship or Vessel, with Intent or in 
order that such Ship or Vessel shall be employed in 
the Service of any Foreign Prince, State, or Potan- 
tate, or of any Foreign Colony, Province, or Part of . 
any Province or People, or of any Person or Persons 
exercising or assuming to exercise any Powers of 
Government in or over any Foreign State, Colony, 
Province, or Part of any Province or People, as a 
Transport or Store Ship, or with Intent to eruize or 
commit _Hostilities against any Prince, State, or 
Potentate, or against the Subjects or Citizens of any 
Prince, State, or Potentate, or against the Persons 
exercising or assuming to exercise the Powers of 
Government in any Colony, Province, or Part of any 
Province or Country, or against the Inhabitants of 
any Foreign Colony, Province, or Part of any Pro- 
vince or Country, with whom His Majesty shall not 
then be at War, or shall within the United Kingdom 
or any of His Majesty’s Dominions, or in any Settle- 
ment, Colony, Territory, Island, or Place belonging 
or subject to His Majesty, issue or deliver any 
Commission for any Ship or Vessel, to the Intent that 
such Ship or Vessel shall be employed as aforesaid, 
every such Person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a Misdemeanor, and shall, upon Conviction 
tuereof upon any Information or Indictment, be 
punished by Fine and Imprisonment or either of 
them, at the Discretion of the Court in which such 
Offender shall be convicted ; and every such Ship or 
Vessel, with the Tackle, Apparel, and Furniture, 
together with all the Materials, Arms, Ammunition, 
and Stores which may belong to or be on board of 
any such Ship or Vessel, shall be forfeited ; and it — 
shall be lawful for any Officer of His Majesty’s é 
Customs or Excise, or any Officer of His Majesty’s 
Navy, who is by Law empowered to make Seizures 
for any Forfeiture incurred under any of the Laws of 
Customs or Excise, or the Laws of Trade and 
Navigation, to seize such Ships and Vessels afore- 
said, and in such Places and in such Manner 
in which the Officers of His Majesty’s Customs 
or Excise and the Officers of His Majesty’s 
Navy are empowered respectively to make Seizures 
under the Laws of Customs and Excise, or under the 
Laws of Trade and Navigation ; and that every such 
Ship and Vessel, with the Tackle, Apparel, and 
Furniture, together with all the Materials, Arms, 
Ammunition, and Stores which may belong to or be 
on board of such Ship. or Vessel, may be prosecuted 
and condemned in the like Manner and in such 
Courts as Ships or Vessels may be prosecuted and 
condemned for any Breach of the Laws made for the 
Protection of the Revenues of Customs and Excise, 
or of the Laws of Trade and Navigation.”’

“That if any Person in any Part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or in any 
Part of His Majesty's Dominions beyond the Seas, 
without the Leave and Licence of His Majesty for 
that Purpose first had and obtained as aforesaid, shall 
by adding to the Number of the Guns of such Vessel, 
or changing those on board for other Guns, or by the 
Addition of any Equipment for War, increase or 
augment, or procure to be increased or augmented, 
or shall be knowingly concerned in increasing or 
augmenting, the warlike Force of any Ship or Vessel 
of War, or Cruizer, or other armed Vessel, which at 
the Time of her Arrival in any Part of the United 
Kingdom or any of His Majesty s Dominions was 3 
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Ship of War, Cruizer, or armed Vessel in the Service 
of any Foreign Prince, State, or Potentate, or of 
any Person or Persons exercising or assuming to 
exercise any Powers of Government in or over 
‘ny Colony, *Province, or Part of any Province or 
« sople belonging to the Subjects of any such Prince, 
State, or Potentate, or to the Inhabitants of any 
Colony, Province, or Part of any Province or Country 
under the Control of any Person or Persons so 
exercising or assuming to exercise the Powers of 
Government, every such Person so offending shall be 
deemed guilty of a Misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
pene convicted thereof upon any Information or 

dictment, be punished by Fine and Imprisonment, 
or either of them, at the Discretion of the Court before 
which such Offender shall be convicted.” 

Now, in order that none of Our Subjects may, 
unwarily render themselves liable to the Penalties 
imposed by the said Statute, We do hereby strictly 
command, that no Person or Persons whatsoever do 
commit any Act, Matter, or Thing whatsoever 
contrary to the Provisions of the said Statute, upon 
Pain of the several Penalties by the said Statute 
imposed, and of Our high Displeasure. 

And We do hereby further warn and admonish all 
Our loving Subjects, and all Persons whatsoever 
entitled to Our Protection, to observe towards each 
of the aforesaid Sovereigns, their Subjects and 
Territories, and towards all Belligerents whatsoever, 
with whom we are at Peace, the Duties of Neutrality; 
and to respect, in all and each of them, the Exercise 
of those Belligerent Rights which We and Our 
Royal Predecessors have always claimed to exercise. 

And We do hereby further warn all Our loving 
Subjects, and all Persons whatsoever entitled to Our 
Protection, that if any of them shall presume, in 
contempt of this Our Royal Proclamation, and of 
Our high Displeasure, todo any Acts in derogation 
of their Duty as Subjects of a Neutral Sovereign in a 
War between other Sovereigns, or iw violation or con- 
travention of the Law of Nations in that Behalf, as 
more especially by breaking, or endeavoring to 
break, any Blockade lawfully and actually establish- 
ed by or on behalf of either of the said Soverigns, by 
carrying Officers, Soldiers, Despatches, Arms, Am- 
munition, Military Stores or Materials, or any Article 
or Articles considered and deemed to be contraband 
of War according to the Law or modern Usages of 
Nations, for the Use or Service of either of the said 
Sovereigns, that all persons so offending, together 
with their Ships and Goods, will rightfully incur and 
be justly liable to hostile Capture, and to the Penal- 
ties denounced by the Law ot Nations im that Behalf. 

And We do hereby give Notice that all Our Sub- 
jects and Persons entitled to Our Protection who may 
misconduct themselves in the Premises will do so at 
their Peril, and of their own Wrong; and that they 
will in no wise obtam any Protection from Us against 
such Capture, or such Penalties as aforesaid, but 
will. on the contrary, incur Our high Displeasure by 
such Misconduct.

My Lord, 

IIer Majesty being fully determined to observe 
the duties of neutrality during the existing state of 
war between the Emperor of the French and the 
King of Prussia, and being moreover resolved to pre- 
vent, as far as possible, the use of Her Majesty's 
harbours, ports, and coasts, * and the waters within 
Ilcr Majesty’s territorial jurisdiction, in aid of the 
warike purposes of either belligerent, has command- 
ed me to communicate to your Lordship, for your 
guidance, the following ru'es, which are to be 
treated and enforce. as Her Majesty’s orders and 
directions. 

Her Majesty is pleased further to command that 
these rules shail be put in force in the United King- 
dom and in the Channel Islands, on and after the 26 h 
day of July instant, and in Her Majesty’s territories 
and possessions beyond the seas six days after the day 
when the Governor or other chief authority of each 
of such territories or possessions respectively shall 
have notified and published the same; stating in 
such notification that the said rules are to be obeyed 
by all perso.s within the same territories an pos 
S¢ssions, 

1. During the continuance of the present state of 
war, all ships of war of either belligerent are pro- 
hibited from making use of any port or roadstead in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, cr 
in the Channel Islands, or in any of Her Majesty’s 
colonies or foreign possessions or dependencies, or 
of any waters snbject to the territorial jurisdiction of 
the British Crown, as a station or place of resort for 
any warlike purpose, or for the purpose of obtaining 
any facilities of warlike equipment; and no ship of 
war of either belligerent shall hereatter be permit- 
ted to sail out of or leave any port, roadstead, or 
waters subject to British jurisdiction, fiom which any 
vessel of the other belligerent (whether the same 
shall be a ship of war or a merchant ship) shall have 
previousiy departed, until after the expiration of at 
least twenty-four hours from the departure of such 
last mentioned vessel beyond the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of Her Majesty. 

2. Ifany ship of war of either belligerent shall, 
after the time when this Order shall be first notified 
and put in force in the United Kingdom and in the 
Channel Islands, and in the several colonies aud 
foreign possessions and dependencies of Her Majesty 
respectively, enter any port, roadstead, or waters 
belonging to Her Majesty, either in the United 
Kingdom or in the Channel {slands, or in any of Her 
Majesty's colonies or foreign possessions or depen- 


dencies, such vessel shall be required to depart aad 
put to sea within twenty-four hours after her en- 
trance into such port, roadstead, or waters, except in 
case of stress of weather, or of her requiving pro- 
visions or things necessary for the subsistence of her 
crews, Or repairs, in either of which cases the authori- 
ties of the port, or of the nearest port (as the case 
may be) shall reqnire her to put to sea as soon as 
po-sible after the expiration of such period of 
twenty-four hours, without permitting her to take in 
supplies beyond what may be necessary for her 
immediate use ; and no such vessel which may have 
been allowed to remain within British waters for the 
purpose of repsir shall continue in any such port, 
roadstead, or waters for a longer period than twenty: 
four hours after her necezsary repairs shall have been 
completed. Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases 
in which tkere shall be any vessel (whether ships of 
war or merchant ships) of the said belligerent par- 
ties in the same port, roadstead, or waters within the 
territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, there shall be 
an interval of not less thin twenty-four hours between 
the departure therefrom of any such vessel (whether 
a ship of war or merchant ship) of the one belligerent 
ant the subsequent departure therefrom of any ship 
of war of the other belligerent, and the time thereby 
limited for the departure of such ships of war re- 
spectively shall always, in case of necessity, be 
extended so far as may be requisite for giving effect 
to this proviso, but no further or otherwise. 

3. No ship of war of either belligerent shall here- 
after be permitted while in any port, roadstead, or 
waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of Her 
Majesty, to take in any supplies, except provisions 
and such other things as may be requisite for the 
subsistence of her crew, and except so much coal 
only as may be sufficient to carry such ves:el to the 
nearest port of her own country, or to some nearer 
destination ; and no coal shall again be supplied to 
any such ship of war in the same or any other port, 
roadstead, or waters subject to the territorial juris- 
diction of Her Majesty, without special permission, 
until afver the expiration of three months from the 
time when such coal may have been last supplied to 
her within British waters as aforesaid. 


4, Armed ships of either party are interdicted 
from carrying prizes made by them into the ports, 
harbours, roadsteads, or waters of the United King- 
dom, or any of Her Mayesty’s coionies or possessions 
abroad.

And whereis great numbers of Our Loyal Subjects 
reside and carry on Commerce and possesses Property 
and Mstablishments, and enjoy various Rights and 
Privileges, within the Dominions of each of the 
aforesa'd Sovereigns, protected by the Faith of 
Treaties between Us and each of the aforesaid 
Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, beng desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace, which they 
now hippily enjoy, are firmly purposed and deter- 
mined to abstain altogether from taking any part, 
directly oz indirecty, in the War now unhappily 
existing between the said Sovereigns, their Subjects 
and Territories, and to remain af, Peace with and to 
maintain a peaceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects, and 
others inhabiting within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and_ to 
maintain a strict and impartial Neutrality in the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy Couucil, to issue this Our Royal 
Proclamation : 

And We do hereby strictly charge and command 
all Our loving Subjects to govern themselves 
accordingly, and to observe a strict Neutrality in and 
during the aforesaid War, and to abstain from 
Violating or contravening either the Laws’ and 
Statutes of the Realm in this Behalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation thereto, as they will answer to the 
contrary at their Peril : 

And whereas in and by a certain Statute made and 
passed in the Fifty-ninth Year of His Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled ‘‘ An Act to prevent the 
“ Enlisting or Engagement of His Majesty’s Subjects 
“to serve in Foreign Service, and the fitting out or 
‘“ equipping, in His Majesty's Dominions, Vessels for 
‘‘ Warlike Purposes, without His Majesty’s Licence,” 
it is amongst other Things declared and enacted as 
follows :—- 

“ That if any person within any part of the United 
Kingdom, or in any Part of His Majesty’s Dominions 
beyond the Seas, shall, without the Leave and 
Licence of His Majesty for that Purpose first had and 
obtained as aforesaid, equip, furnish, fit out, or arm, 
or attempt or endeavour to equip, furnish, fit cut, or 
arm, or procure to be equipped, furnished, fitted out,

All applications for Private Bills, properly the. 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,”’ whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road, or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam, or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incorporation of any 
the rightg or property of other parties, or relate to 
any particular class of the community; or for making 
any amendment of a like nature to any former Act,— 
shall require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing the nature and object of the application, to be 
published as follows, viz: 

In the province of Quebec—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, in the English and French languages, 
and in one newspaper in the English, and one news- 
paper in the French language, in the District affected, 
in both languages, if there be but one paper; or il 
there be no paper published therein, then (in both 
languages) in the Official Gazette, and in a paper 
published in an adjoiring District. 

In any other Province—A notice mserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties aftected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper, 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper 1s 
published. 

Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
tume between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the petition.

BILts oF DIvoror. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “ Official Gazette,” and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then 1n the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served 
at the instance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
to the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

ACTIVE MILITIA. 


1. The Brigade Camps about being formed for the 
Annual Training of the Active Militia, to be under 
the personal command of the Deputy Adjutants 
General commanding Districts, who accompanied by 
a Brigade Major, will encamp with the Troops during 
the period, in order to superintend the Drills and 
Target Practice, as wellas to regulate all duties in 
camp. 

2. Brigade Majors will be in attendance. as the 
various corps reach the camping ground, and show 
the respective corps where, and how, they are to 
encamp, which must be in accordance with Para. 


] graphs 239 to 250, of the “Regulatons and Orders for 
the Active Militia, 1870,’’ whenever the ground ad- 
mits. 

3, Camp equipage to be issued under the super- 
intendence of Brigade Majors, to the Quarter Masters 
of corps, and taken over from all corps by them on 
the breaking up of the encampment. 

4. Hight clear days to be spent in camp, during 
which period drill of six hours each day to be exe- 
cuted, such Eight days to be exclusive of any Sunday 
that may intervene. 

5. The whole of the Troops to attend Divine Se - 
vice in camp on Sundays, and where the services of 
Clergymen are not obtained, prayers are to be read 
by an Officer. 

6. The non-commissioned officers and men who 
shall have been present during the entire time of the 
Annual Training, will receive $8 each, and the 
Officers will receive $16 each. All mounted Officers 
of Infantry, and all Officers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men of mounted corps will receive $12 for 
one horse each, provided that such horse has been 
actually present on parade during the whole period 
of drill. 

7. An allowance in lieu of Transport will be issued 
for all Officers and men present in camp, whose 
Company Headquarters are distant more than three 
miles therefrom, at the rate of Sx Cents per mile 
for each Officer, and of Three Cents per mile for 
each non-commissioned officer and man; such allow- 
ance to cover transport to the camp and return 
home. When railway or water communication 
is not available for the whole journey, such 
portions of the distance necessarily travelled 
over ordinary roads by waggon, may be claimed for 
at double the above rates, which is also to cover the 
return home. 

8. Tents, and blankets for Officers and men 
will be provided by the Department; but all ex- 
penses for Rations, or for any other service while in 
Camp or on the march, must be borne by the Officers 
and men out of their drill pay, and settled by them- 
selves. 

9. All Field Officers are to be mounted during 
the drills, and when Mounted Officers have incurred 
expense for transport of their horses, claims, in 
duplicate,for the same, may be sent in to the Deputy 
Adjutants General of Districts for their consideration. 

10. The various Companies will proceed from their 
Headquarters at such an hour as will enable them to 
reach the camp in time to pitch their tents and com- 
plete their camp arrangements on the day on which 
they are ordered to assemble. 

11, Each non-commissioned officer and man to be 
fully equipped, including Knapsack or Great Coat 
Straps, Great Coat, Haversack, Water Bottle, Drink- 
ing Mug, Tin Plate, Knife, Fork and Spoon, Towel 
and Soap, Combs and Brushes, and an extra pair of 
Socks. Shakos or Busbies need not be brought, For- 
age Caps only being required, and plain clothes will 
not be allowed. 

12. Captains of Companies will require each man to 
provide himself, before leaving home, with a sufficient 
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quantityjof cooked rations for the day of proceeding 
to Camp, (the first meal in camp will be on the morn- 
ing of the secondday). They willalso provide their 
own Camp Kettles, &e., also one Spade and one 
Axe per Company, and one Water Bucket for 
eich ten men, in lieu of which $6 per Company will 
be allowed. This, together with the allowance in 
heu of transport, may be charged in separate bulk 
sums at the end of the Acquittance Roll. A separate 
detailed account of the sime duly certified by the 
Captain and Commanding Officer, that camp kettles, 
tins, &c., have been provided by the Company, and 
that the account for transport is correct, to be 
attached to each Acquittance Roll. 

13. All damages to, or loss of, Camp equipage, will 
be deducted irom the men’s pay, and be assessed by 
Brigade Majors before the Corps leave Camp. 

14. Arrangements shonld be made by which Beef, 
Bread, Groceries, and Wood may be contracted for 
by Commanding Officers. 

15. Marching in States by Companies to be given 
to Brigade-Majors immediately on arrival. 

16. Officers are enjoined to make themselves ac- 
quainted with the “Regulations und Orders, &e., 1870.” 
If not previously supplied, Oflicers commanding 
Corps will receive a sufficient number in Camp for 
distribution to their Officers, and attention is called 
to Paragraph 235, which directs that no Officer or 
man shall be allowed leave of absence during the 
annual drill; neither shall they be permitted, unless 
under special and urgent circumstances, to sleep out 
of camp. 

17. Inorder that there may be no misunderstanding 

about the carrying on of the annual course of Target 
Practic while in camp, it is directed that the Target 
at 200 and 300 yards shall be four feet wide, Bull’s 
Eye eight inches square, and Centre two feet square ; 
from 400 to 600 yards, inclusive, the ‘Target 
shall be six feet wide, Bull's Eyes two feet square, 
and Centre four feet square; Bull’s Eye to count 
four, Centi2 three, and Outer two, at all ranges. 
Position when firing tobe: at 200 yards, from the 
shoulder, at longer distances any position, but no 
artificial rests to be allowed. 
&-18. The different companies of corps, will perform 
the prescribed course of Target Practice in regular 
succession, under the command of the Captains, who 
wul keep and sign the Register of each man’s perfor- 
mance, certifying the same as correct. 

19. At the conclusion of the training, the Registers 
of Target Practice, will be countersigned by the Com- 
manding Officers of Corps, and transmitted through 
Brigade Majors to the Deputy Adjutants General in 
command of Districts. 

20. Great accuracy must be observed by Captains 
of Companies in keeping these Registers, as on such 
depends the selection of individuals for the Annual 
Prizes. 

21. Captains of Companies must have their Acquit- 
tance Rolls signed, and together with accounts for 
Camp kettles, &c., and Transport allowance, properly 
certified to, at least two days before the camp breaks 
up, arrangements having been made by which District 
Paymasters will be on the ground with the pay on 
the day the traming ceases, by which means all 
accounts for Rations, Transport, &c, can be settled 
before leaving camp, and the men paid before they 
are dismissed to their homes. Battalion Paymasters 
will be held responsible that these Rells are com- 
pleted and all correct on the day named. 

22. Boards of Examiners may be authorized on 
application, to assemble during the encampments, by 
which means Officers and other members of the Force 
may have an opportunity of testing their knowledge 
of drill, and for which the usual Certificates will be 
given. 

23. Officers commanding Battalions are expected 
to provide proper Parade States, and Guard and Sick 
Reports for their several Companies, and a sufficient 
en, of Stationery for their Orderly Rooms or 

ents for the full period. 

24. As these Annual Camps are for the purpose of 
teaching the Active Militia their duties if called out 
for active service, it is desirous that each Company 
cook their own rations by the ordinary camp fire or 


trench used for that purpose by the regular soldier. 

25, Offiders commanding Battalions will see that 
the whole of their arms, accoutrements, knapsacks, 
and small stores are properly numbered with the 
stamps already furnished each Battalion, in accord- 
ance with paragraphs commencing with 260 of the 
‘«« REGULATIONS AND Orpers, &c., 1870.’ If not already 
so numbered, this should be done while in ( amp. 

26. Commanding Officers will, in addition to hay- 
ing all vancancies of Staff-Officers appointed, see that 
the following stafl-sergeants are complete, viz: — 
Sergeant Major, Quarter-Master Sergeant, Drum 
Major, Hospital Sergeant, Orderly Room Sergeant, 
also one Bugler or Drummer for each Company. 

27, On arrival at Camp, Corps will af once march 
on the ground allotted them, pile arms, post sentries, 
and detail working parties from each Company to 
obtain and convey ‘amp equipage and make 
Latrines, trenches, &c., and perform such other work 
as may be required of them. Al) Officers will render 
every assistance to Quarter-Masters in preparing the 
Camp. 

28, Commanding Officers who wish to have their 
Officers mess together, can doubtless make arrange- 
ments at a moderate expense. 

29. In forming these Brigade Camps, the success 
of which, will depend greatly on the alacrity with 
which all orders are carried out, it is hoped that all 
Officers, non-commissioned officers, and men will use 
their best exertions to support the Deputy Adjutants 
General in command of Districts in carrying out 
the same.

WHEREAS We are happily at Peace with all 
Sovereigns, Powers, and States : 

And whereas notwithstanding Our utmost Exer- 
tions to” preserve Peace between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, a State of War unhappily exists 
between His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
French and Wis Majesty the King of Prussia, and 
between their respective Subjects and others 
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inhabiting within their Countries, Tercitories, or | within Fler Majesty’s Dominions, induces any other 


Dominions ; 

And whereas We are on Terms of Friendship 
and amicable Intercourse with each of these 
Sovereigns, and with their several Subjects and 
others inhabiting within their Countries, Territo- 
ries, or Dominions. 

And whereas great Numbers of Our loyal Sub- 
jects reside and carry on Commerce, and possess 
Property and Establishments, and enjoy various 
Rights and Privileges, within the Dominions of 
each of the aforesaid Sovereigns, protected by the 
Faith of Treaties between Us and each of the afore- 
said Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace which they now 
happily enjoy, are firmly purposed and determined 
to abstain altogether from taking any Part, direct- 
ly or indirectly, in the War now unhappily exist- 
ing between the said Soverings, their Subjects and 
Territories, and to remain at Peace with and to 
maintain a paceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects, and 
others inhabiting within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and to main- 
tain a strict and impartial Neutrality in the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our 
Royal Proclamation : 

And We do hereby strictly charge and command 
all Our loving Subjects to govern themselves ac- 
cordingly, and to observe a strict Neutrality in and 
during the aforesaid War, and to abstain from 
violating or contravening either the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm in this Behalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation thereto, as they will answer to 
the contrary at their Peril : 

And whereas in and by a certain Statute made 
and passed in the present Year of Her Majesty, in- 
tituledj‘ An Act to regulate the Conduct of Her 
“ Majesty’s Subjects during the Existence of Hos- 
“ tilities between Foreign States with which Her 
“ Majesty is at Peace,” it is amongst other things 
declared and enacted as follows :

Punishments, at the Discretion of the Court 
before which the Offender is convicted ; and 
Imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without Hard Labour. 

“Tf any Person within the Limits of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Dominions, and without the License of Her 
Majesty, 

“ Prepares or fits out any Nnval or Military 
Expedition to proceed against the Dominions of any 
friendly State, the following Consequences shall 
ensue ; 

‘ (1.) Every. Person engaged in such preparation 
or fitting out, or assisting therem, or em- 
ployed in any Capacity in such Expedition, 
shall be guilty of an Offence against this 
Act, and shali be punishable by Fme and 
Imprisonment, or either of such Punish- 
ments, at the Discretion of the Court before 
which the Offender is convicted ; and Im- 
prisonment, if awarded, may be either with 
or without Hard Labour. 

‘““(2.) All Ships, and their Equipments, and all 
Arms and Munitions of War, used in or 
forming part of such Expedition, shall be 
forfeited to Her Majesty.

And whereas by the said Act it is further pro- 
vided that Ships built, commissioned, equipped, or 
despatched in contravention of the said Act, may 
be condemned and forfeited by Judgment of the 
Court of Admiralty ; and that if the Seere- 
tary of State or Chief Executive Authority is satis- 
fied that there is a reasonable and probable Cause 
for believing that a Ship within Her Majesty’s 
Dominions has been, or is being built, commissioned 
or equipped, contrary to the said Act, and is about 
to be taken beyond the Limits of such Dominions, 
or that a Ship is about to be despatched contrary to 


be despatched, delivered, or removed with-| the Act, such Secretary of State, or Chief Executise 
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Authority, shall have Power to issue a Warrant 
authorising the Seizure and Search of such Ship 
and her Detention until she has been either con- 
demned or released by Process of Law. And 
whereas certain Powers of Seizure and Detention 
are conferred by the said Act on certain Local 
Authorities : 

Now, in order that none of Our Subjects may 
unwarily render themselves liable to the Penalties 
imposed by the said Statute, We do hereby strictly 
command, that no Person or Persons whatsoever do 
commit any Act, Matter, or Thing whatsoever do 
commit any Act, Matter, or thing whatsoever 
contrary to the provisons of the said Statute, upon 
Pain of the several Penalties by the said Statute 
imposed, andof Our high Displeasure. 

And We do hereby further warn and admonish 
all Our loving Subjects, and all Persons whatsoever 
entitled to Our Protection, to observe towards each 
of the aforesaid Sovereigns, their Subjects, and 
Territories, and towards all Belligerents whatsoever, 
withwhom we are at Peace, the Duties of Neutral- 
ity ;and to respect,, in all and each of them, the 
Exe: cise of those Belligerent Rights which We and 
Our Royal Predecessors have always claimed to 
exercise. 

And We hereby further warn all Our loving 
Subjects, and all Persons whatsoever entitled to 
Our Protection, that if any of them shall presume, 
in contempt of this Our Royal Proclamation, and 
of Our high Displeasure, to do any Acts in deroga- 
tion of their Duty as Subjects of a Neutral Sovere- 
ign ina War between other Sovereigns, or in 
violation or contravention of the Law of Nations in 
that Behalf, as more especially by breaking, or en- 
deavoring to, break, any Blockade lawfully and 
actually established by or on behalf of either of the 
said Sovereigns, or by carrying Officers, Soldiers, 
Despatches, Arms, Ammunition, Military Stores or 
Materials, or any Article or Articles considered and 
deemed to be Contraband of War according to the 
Law or modern Usages of Nations, for the Use or 
Service of either of the said Sovereigns, that all 
Persons so offending, together with their Ships and 
Goods, will rightfully incur and be justly liable 
to hostile Capture, and to the Penalties denounced 
by the Law of Nations in that behalf. 

And We do hereby give Notice that all Our 
Subjects and Persons entitled to Ow Protection 
who may misconduct themselves in the Premises 
will do so at their Peril, and of their own Wrong ; 
and that they will in nowise obtain any Protection 
from Us against such Capture, or such Penalties as 
aforesaid, but will on the contrary, incur Our high 
Displeasure by such Misconduct.

CHAP. 90. 


An Act to regulate the conduct of Her Majesty’s 


\ ‘ ] HEREAS it is expedient to make provision 

for the regulation of the conduct of Her 
Majesty’s subjects during the existence of hostilities 
between foreign states with which Her Majesty is 
at peace : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 


Preliminary. 


1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as 
“The Foreign Enlistment Act, 1870.” 

2. This Act shall extend to allthe dominions of 
Her Majesty, including the adjacent territorial 
waters. 

&. This Act shall come into operation in the 
United Kingdom immediately on the passing 
thereof, and shall be proclaimed in every British

4. If any person, without the license of Her 
Majesty, being a British subject, vithin or without 
Her Majesty's dominions, accepts or agrees to 
accept any commission or engagement in the 
military or naval service of any foreign state at 
war with any foreign state at peace with Her 
Majesty, and in this Act referred to as a friendly 
state, or Whether a British subject or not within 
Her Majesty’s dominions, induces any other person 
to accept or agree to accept any commission or 
engagement in the military or naval service of any

He shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, 
and shall be punishable by fine and i:mprison- 
ment, or either of such punishments, at tne 
discretion of the court before which the offen- 
der is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, 
may be either with or without hard labour. 


.5 If any person, without the license of Her 
Majesty, being a British subject, quits or goes on 
board any ship with aview of quitting Her Majesty’s 
dominions, with intent to accept any commission 
or engagement in the military or naval service of 
any foreing state at war with a friendly state, or, 
whether a British subject or not, within Her 
Majesty’s dominions, induces any other person to 
quit or to go on board any ship with a view of

Any person who, being a British subject 
within or without the dominions of Her 
Majesty, has, without the license of Her 
Majesty, accepted or agreed to accept any 
commission or engagement in the military 
or naval service of any foreign state at 
war with any friendly state : 

(2.) Any person, being a British subject, who 
without the license of Her Majesty, is 
about to quit Her Majesty’s dominions 
with intent to accept any commission or 
engagement in the military or naval ser- 
vice of any foreign state at war with a 
friendly state : 

(3.) Any person who has been induced to em- 
bark under a misrepresentation or false 
representation of the service in which 
such person is to be engaged, with the 
intent or in order that such person may 
accept or agree to accept any commission 
or engagement in the military or naval 
service of any foreign state at war with 
a friendly state : 

Such master or owner shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Act, and the following ‘consequences 
shall ensue, that is to say :— 


(1.) The offender shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or either of such punish- 
ments,at the discretion of the court before 
which the offender is convicted; and 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without hard labour: and 

(2.) Such ship shall be detained until the trial 
and conviction or acquittal of the master

8. If any person within Her Majesty’s domin- 
ions, without the license of Her Majesty, does any 
of the following acts: that is to say,— 

(1.) Builds or agrees to build or causes to Le 

built any ship with intent or knowledge, 


or having reasonablecause to believe that 
the same shall or will be employed in the 
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military or naval service of any foreign. 
state at war with any friendly state: or 
) Issues or delivers any commission for any 
ship with intent or knowledge, or having 
reasonable cause to believe that the same 
shall or will be employed in the military 
or naval ‘service of any foreign state at 
war with any friendly state: or 
) Equips any ship with intent or knowledge, 
or having reasonable cause to believe that 
the same shall or will be employed in the 
military or naval service of any foreign 
state at war with any friendly state: or 
(4.) Despatches, or causes or allows to be de- 
spatched, any ship, with intent or know- 
ledge, or having reasonable cause to 
believe that the same shall or will be 
employed in the military or naval service 
of any foreign state at war with any 
friendly state :

Such person shall be deemed to have committed 
an offence against this Act, and the following con- 
sequences shall ensue :— 


(1.) The offender shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or either of such punish- 
ments, at the discretion of the court 
before which the offender is convicted ; 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. 

(2.) The ship in respect of which any ‘such 
offence is committed, and her equipment, 
shall be forfeited to Her Majesty : 


Provided that a person building, causing to be 
built, or equipping a ship in any of the cases afore- 
said, in pursuance of a contract made before the 
commencement of such war as aforesaid, shall not 
be liable to any of the penalties imposed by this 
section in respect of such building or equipping if 
he satisfies the conditions following, that is to say:

the contract as may be required by the 
Secretary of State : 

(2.) If he gives such security, and takes and 
permits to be taken such other measures, 
if any, as the Secretary of State may 
prescribe for ensuring that such ship 
shall not be despatched, delivered, or re- 
moved without the license of Her Majesty 
until the termination of such war as afore- 
said. 


9. Where any ship is built by order of or on 
behalf of any foreign state when at war witha 
friendly state, or is delivered to or io the order of 
such foreign state, or any person who to the know- 
ledge of the person building is an agent of such 
foreign state, or is paid for by such foreign state or 
such agent, and is employed in the military or naval 
service of such foreign state, such ship shall, until 
the contrary is proved, be deemed to have been 
built with a view to bemg so employed, and the 
burden shall le on the builder of such ship of 
proving that he did not know that the ship was 
intended to be so employed in the military or naval 


service of such foreign state. 
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10. If any person within the dominions of Her 
Majesty, and without the license of Her Majesty,— 

By adding to the number of the guns, or by 
changing those on board for other guns, or by the 
addition of any equipment for war, increases or 
augments, procures to be increased or aug- 
mented, or is knowingly concerned in increasing or 
augmenting the warlike force of any ship, which, 
at the time of her being within the dominions of 
Her Majesty, was a ship in the military or naval 
service of any foreign state at war with any friend- 
ly state,— 

Such person shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Act, and shall be punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the court 
before which the offender is convicted ; and 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without hard labour. 


11. If any person within the limits of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, and without the license of 
Her Majesty,— | 

Prepares or fits out any naval or military expe- 
dition to proceed against the dominions of any 
friendly state, the following consequences shall 
ensue :— 

(1.) Every person engaged in such preparation 
or fitting out, or assisting therein, or em- 
ployed in any capacity in such expedition, 
shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Act, and shall be punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or either of such punish- 
ments, at the discretion of the court be- 
fore which the offender is convicted ; anJ 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without hard labor. 

(2.) All ships and their equipments, and all arms 
and munitions of war, used in or forming 
part of such expedition, shall be forfeited 
to Her Majesty. 


12. Any person who aids, abets, counsels, or 
procures the commission of any offence against this 
Act shall be liable to be tried and punished as a 
principal offender. 


13. The term of imprisonment to be awarded 
in respect of any offence against this Act shall not 
exceed two years. 


Illegal Prize. 


14. If, during the continuance of any war in 
which Her Majesty may be neutral, any ship, goods, 
or merchandise captured as prize of war within 
the territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, in vio- 
lation of the neutrality of this realm, or captured 
by any ship which may have been built, equipped, 
commissioned, or despatched, or the force of which 
may have been augmented, contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act, are brought within the limits of 
Her Majesty’s dominions by the captor, or any 
agent of the captor, or by any person having come 
into possession thereof with knowledge that the 
same was prize of war so captured as aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for the original owner of such prize, 
or his agent, or for any person authorized in that 
behalf -by the Government of the foreign state to 
which such owner belongs, to make application to 
the Court of Admiralty for seizure and detention 
of such prize, and the court shall, on due proof of 
the facts, order such prize to be restored. 


Every such order shail be executed and carried 
into effect in the same manner, and subject to th 
same right of appeal, as in case of any order made 
in the exercise of the ordinary jurisdiction of such 
court; and, in the meantime, and until a final 
order has been made on such application, the court 
shall have power to make all such provisional and 
other orders as to the care or custody of such cap- 
tured ship, goods, or merchandise, and (if the same 
be of perishable nature, or incurring risk of dete- 
rioration) for the sale thereof, and with respect to 
the deposit or investment of the proceeds of any 
such sale, as may be made by such court in the 
exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction. 


General Provision. 


15. For the purposes of this Act, a license by 
Her Majesty shall be under the sign manual of Her 
Majesty, or be signified by Order in Council or by 
proclamation of Her Majesty. 


Legal Procedure. 


16. Any offence against this Act shall, for all 
purposes of and incidental to the trial and punish- 
ment of any person guilty of any such offence, be 
deemed to have been committed either in the place 
in which the offence was wholly or partly committed, 
or in any place within Her Majesty’s dominions in 
which the person who committed such offence may 


be. 


17. Any offence against this Act may be 
described in any indictment or other document re- 
lating te such offence, in cases where the mode of 
trial requires such a description, as having been 
committed at the place where it was wholly or 
partly committed, or it may be averred generally 
nto heve been ‘committed within Her Majesty's 
dominions, and the venue or local description in 
the margin may be that of the county, city, or 
place in which the trial is held. 

18. The following authorities, that is to say, in 
the United Knedant any judge af a superior court, 
in any other place within the jurisdiction of any 
British court of justice, such court, or, if there are 
more courts than one, the court having the highest 
criminal jurisdiction in that place, may, by warrant 
or instrument in the nature of a warrant in this 
section included in the term “ warrant,” direct that 
any offender charged with an offence against this 
Act shall be removed to some other place in Her 
Majesty's dominions for trial in cases where it 
appears to the authority granting the warrant that 
the removal of such offender would be conducive 
to the interests of justice, and any prisoner so 
removed shall be triable at the place to which he is 
removed, in the same manner as if his offence had 
been committed at such place. 

Any warrant for the purposes of this section 
may be addressed to the master of any ship or to 
any other person or persons, and the person or 
persons to whom such warrant is addressed shall 
have power to convey the prisoner therein named 
to any place or places named in such warrant, 
and to deliver him, when arrived at such place or 
places, into the custody of any authority designated 
by such warrant. 

Every prisoner shall, during the time of his 
removal under any such warrant as aforesaid, be 
deemed to be in the legal custody of the person or 
persons empowered to remove him. 
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19. All proceedings for the condemnation and 
forfeiture of a ship, or ship and equipment, or arms 
and munitions of wai, in pursuance of this Act 
shall require the sanction of the Secretary of State 
or such chief executive authority as is in this Act 
mentioned, and shall be had in the Ceurt of 
Admiralty, and not in any other court; and the 
Court of Admiralty shall, in addition to any power 
civen to the court by this Act, have in respect of 
any ship or other matter brought béfore it in 
pursuance of this Act all powers which it hag in 
the case of a ship or matter brought before i in 
the exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction. 

20. Where any offence against this Act has 
been committed by any person by reason whereof a 
ship, or ship and equipment, or arms and munitions 
of war, has or have become liable to forfeiture, pro- 
ceedings may be instituted contemporaneously or 
not, as may be thought fit, against the offender in 
any court having jurisdiction of the offence, and 
against the ship, or ship and equipment, or arms 
and munitions of war, for the forfeiture in the 
Court of Admiralty ; but it shall not be necessary 
to take proceedings against the offender because 
proceedings are instituted for the forfeiture, or to 
take proceedings for the forfeiture because pro- 
ceedings are taken against the offender. 

“£. The following officers, that is to say, 

(1.) Any officer of customs in the United 
Kingdom, subject nevertheless to any 
special or general instructions from the 
Commissioners of Customs or any offi- 
cer of the Board of Trade, subject 
nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from the Board of Trade ; 

(2.) Any officer of customs or public officer in 
any British possession, subject never- 
theless to any special or general in- 
structions from the governor of such 
possession ; 

(3.) Any commissioned officer on full pay in 
the military service of the Crown, 
subject nevertheless to any special or 
general instructions from lis com- 
nanding officer ; 

(4.) Any commissioned officer on full pay in 
the naval service of the Crown, subject 
nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from the Admiralty or his 
superior officer, 

may seize or detain any ship lable to be seized or 
detained in pursuance of this Act, and such officers 
are in this Act referred toas the “local authority ;” 
but nothing in this Act contained shall derogate 
from the power of the Court of Admiralty to direct 
any ship to be seized or detained by any officer by 
whom such court may have power under its 
ordinary jurisdiction to direct a ship to be seized or 
detained. 

22. Any officer authorized to seize or detain 
any ship in respect of any offence against this Act 
may, for the purpose of enforcing such seizure or 
detention, call to his aid any constable or officers of 
police, or any officers of Her Majesty’s army or 
navy or marines, or any excise officers or officers 
of customs, or any harbow~-master or dock-master, 
or any officers having authority by law to make 
seizures of ships, and may put on board any ship 
so seized or detained any one or more of such 
officers to take charge of the same, and to enforce 
the provisions of this Act, and any officer seizing 
or detaining any ship under this Act may use 


force, if necessary, for the purpose of enforcing 
seizure or detention, and if any person is kilied or 
maimed by reason of his resisting such officer in 
the execution of his duties, or any person acting 
under his orders, such officer so seizing or detaining 
the ship, or other person, shall be freely and fully 
indemnified as well against the Queen’s Majesty, 
Her heirs and successors, as against all persons so 
killed, maimed, or hurt. 


223. If the Secretary of State or the chief ex- 
ecutive authority is satisfied that there is a reason- 
able and prebable cause for believing that a ship 
within Her Majesty’s Dominions has been or is 
being built, commissioned, or equipped contrary to 
this Act, and is about to be taken beyond the 
limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about to 
be despatched contrary to this Act, such Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority shall have 
power to issue a warrant stating that there is 
reasonable and probable cause for believing as 
aforesaid, and upon such warrant the local authority 
shall have power to seize and search such ship, and 
to detain the same until it has been either con- 
demned or released by process of Jaw, ov in 
manner herein-after mentioned. 

The owner of the ship so detained, or his agent, 
may apply to the Court of Admiralty for its 
release, and the court shall as soon as possible put 
the matter of such seizure and detention in course 
of trial between the applicant and the Crown. 

If the applicant establish to the satisfaction ef 
the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, the ship shall be 
released and restored. 

If theapplicant fail to establish to the satisfaction 
of the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, then the ship shall 
be detained till released by order of the Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority. 

The court may i cases where no proceedings are 
pending for its condemnation release any ship de- 
tained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of the court that the 
ship shall not be employed contrary to this Act, 
notwithstanding that the applicant may have failed 
to establish to the satisfaction of the court that 
the ship was not and is not being built, com- 
missioned, or intended to be despatched contrary 
to this Act. The Secretary of State or the chief 
executive authority may likewise release any ship 
detained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of such Secretary of 
State or chief executive authority that the ship 
shall not be employed contrary to this Act, or may 
release the ship without such se-urity if the Secre- 
tary of State or chief executive authority think 
fit so to release the same. 

If the court be of opinion there was not 
reasonable and probable cause the detention, 
and if no such cause appear in the course of the 
proceedings, the court shall hay2 power to declare 
that the owner is to be indemnified by the pay- 
ment of costs and damages in respect to the de- 
tention, the amount thereof to be assessed by the 
court, and any amount so assessed shall be pay- 
able by the Commissioners of the Treasury out of 
any moneys legally applicable for that purpose. 
The Court of Admirality shall also have power to 
make a like order for the indemmity of the owner, 
on the application of such owner to the court, in a 
summary way, in cases where the ship is released 


by the order of the Secretary of State or the chief 
executive authority, before any application is made 
by the owner or his agent to the court for such 
release. 

Nothing in this section contained shall affect 
any proceedings instituted or to be instituted for 
the condemnation of any ship detained under this 
section where such ship is liable to forfeiture, 
subject to this provision, that if such ship is re- 
stored in pursuance of this section all proceedings 
for such condemnation shall be stayed ; and where 
the court declares that the owner is to be indemni- 
fied by the payment of costs and damages for the 
detainer, al! costs, charges, aud expenses incurred 
by such owner in or about any proceedings for the 
condemnation of such ship shall be added to the 
costs and damages payable to him in respect of the 
detention of the ship. 

Nothing in this section contained shall apply to 
any foreign non-commissioned ship despatched from 
any part of Her Majesty’s dominions after having 
come within them under stress of weather or im the 
course of a peaceful voyage, and upon which ship 
no fitting out or equipping of a warlike character 
has taken place in this country. 

24. Where it is represented to any local 
authority, as defined by this Act, and such local 
authority eee, the representation, that there is 
a reasonable and probable cause for believing that 
a ship within Her Majesty’s dominions has been 
or is being built, commissioned, or equipped con- 
trary to this Act, and is about to be taken beyond 
the limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about 
to be despatched contrary to this Act, it shall be 
the duty of such local authority to detain such 
ship, and forthwith to communicate the fact of 
such detention to the Secretary of State or chief 
executive authority. 

Upon the receipt of such communication the 
Secretary of State or chief executive authority 
may order (he ship to be released if he thinks there 
is no cause for detaining her, but if satisfied that 
there is reasonable and probable cause for believing 
that such ship was built, commissioned, or equipped 
or intended to be despatched in contravention 
of this Act, he shall issue his warrant stating 
that there is reasonable and probable cause for 
believing as aforesaid, and upon such warrant pene 
issued further pr oceedings shall be had as in case 
where the seizure or detention has taken place on 
a warrant issued by the Secretary of State without 
any communication from the local authority. 

Where the Secretary of State or chief executive 
authority orders the ship to be released on the 
receipt of a communication from the local authe- 
rity without issuing his warrant, the owner of the 
ship shall be indemnified by the payment of costs 
and damages in respect of the detention upon ap- 
plication to the Court of Admir alty"in a summary 
way in like manner as he is entitled to be indem- 
nified where the Secretary of State having issued 
his warrant under this Act releases the ship before 
any ay ae og is made by the owner or his agent 
to the court for such release. 


The Secretary of State or the chief execu- 
tive authority may, by warrant, empower any per- 
son to enter any dockyard or other place within 


Her Majesty’s dominions and inquire as to the. 


destination of any ship which may appear to him 
to be in‘sended to be employed in the naval or 
military service of any foreign state at war with a 
friendly state, and to search such ship.

A copy of any warrant issued by a Secretary of 

State or by any officer authorised in pursuance of

before Parliament. 


27. An appeal may be had from any decision 
of a ‘Gout of Admiralty under this Act to the

28. Subject to the provisions of this Act pro- 
viding for the award of damages in certain cases 12 
respect of the seizure or detention of a ship by the 
Court of Admiralty no damages shall be payable, 
and no officer or local authority shall be responsi- 
ble, either civilly or criminally, in respect of the 
seizure or detention of any ship in pursuance of 
this Act. 


29. The Secretary of State shall not, nor shall 
the chief executive authority, be re sponsible i in any 
action or other legal proceedings whatsoever for 
any warrant issued by him in pursuance of this 
Act, or be examinable as a witness, except at his 
own request, in any court of justice in respect of 
the circumstances which led to the issue of the 
warrant. 


Interpretation Clarse. 


320. In this Act, if not inconsistent with the 
context, the following terms have the meanings

2. The waters of the River Trent, situated within 
the Counties of Northumberland and Hastings, in the 
Province of Ontario. 

3. ‘The waters of the Stream called Grafton Creek, 


in the Township of Haldimand, in the County of 
Northumberland, in the Province of Ontario, 

4. The waters of the Stream called Baldwin's (or 
Wilmot’s) Creek, in the Township of Clarke, in the 
County of Northumberland, in the Province of 
Ontario,

5. The waters of the Stream called Duttin’s Creek, 
in the Township of Pickering, in the County and 
Province of Ontario. 

6. The waters of the Stream called River Rouge, 
in the Townships of Pickering, Scarboro, and 
Markham, in the Counties of Ontario and York, m 
the Province of Ontario. 

T. The waters of that part of Burlington Bay, now 
called ‘Kerrs Pond,’’ situated in the Township of 
Nelson, in the County of Halton, in the Province of 
Ontario. 

His Excellency in Council was further pleased ot 
Order, and it is hereby Ordered, that the Regulation 
of 26th April 1867, adopted under the Statute 29 
Victoria, Chapter 11, and continued in force in the 
Province of Ontario and Quebec, by 31 Victoria, 
Chapter 60 Section 2, shall be superseded by the 
following Regulation, viz : 

Fishing by means of nets or other apparatus 
fexcept in the tidal deep sea fisheries) without 
Lueases or Licences from the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries, is prohibited in all waters situated 
within the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario.

{ have the honour to state to you, for your infor- 
mation and guidance, that Her Majesty’s Government, 
having regard to the existing state of war between 
France and Prussia, are of opinion that the following 
instructions should be at once issued to the Pilots in 
the Colony under your Government : 


“British Pilots are not to pilot ships of war of 
either Belligerent, except in British waters, within 
three miles of the shore, or to do more than pilot 
such ships into or out of British ports or roadsteads 
when they are not at the time engaged in any hostile 
operations ; but ships of war in distress may always 
be piloted out of immediate danger.” 


I have accordingly to request that you will imme- 
diately take the necessary steps for making these in- 
structions public.

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE CIVIL SERVICE 
OF INDIA. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE OPEN COMPETITION or 1871. 


N.B.—The Regulations are liable to be altered in future 
years. 


1. On Tuesday, March 28, 1871, and following days, 
an Examination of Candidates will be held in London, 
At this examination not fewer than Candidates 
will be selected, if so many shall be found duly 
qualified. Of these, will be selected for the 
Presidency of Bengal, [ for the Upper Pro- 
vinces, and for the Lower Provinces, ] for 
that of Madras, and for that of Bombay.*— 
Notice will hereafter be given of the days and place 
of examination. 

2. Any person desirous of competing at this Ex- 
amination, must produce to the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, before the Ist of February, 1871, evidence 
showing :-— 

(a) That he is a natural-born subject of Her 
Majesty. ; 

(6) That his age, on the 1st March, 1871, will 
be above seventeen years and under twenty-one 
years. 

[\.B.—In the case of Natives of India, this must be 
certified by the Government of India, or of the Prest- 
dency or Province in which the Candidate may have 
resided. | 

(c) That he has no disease, constitutional aftec- 
tion, or bodily infirmity unfitting him, or likely 
to unfit him, for the Civil Service of India.f 


* The number of appointments to be made, and the num- 
ber in each Presidency, &c., will be announced hereafter. 

+ Evidence of health and character must bear date not 
alier than the Ist January, 1871. see 


(d) That he is of good moral character; 

and must also, before the 1st February, 1871, pay to 
the said Commissioners such fee as the Secretary of 
State for India may prescribe.t 

3. Should the evidence upon the above points be 
prima facie satisfactory to the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, the Candidate will, upon payment of the 
prescribed fee, be admitted to the Examination. The 
Commissioners may, however, in their discretion, at 
at any time prior to the grant of the Certifiate of 
Qualification hereinafter referred to, institute such 
further inquiries as they may deem necessary ; and 
if the result of such inquiries, in the case of any 
Candidate, should be unsatisfactory to them in any 
of the above respects, he will be ineligible for ad- 
mission to the Civil Service of India, and if already 
selected, will be removed from the position of a 
Probationer. 

4, The Examination will take place only in the 
following branches of knowledge:

Candidates are at liberty to name, before February 
1, 1871, any or all of these branches of knowledge. 
No subjects are obligatory. 


5. The merit of the persons examined will be 
estimated by marks; and the number set opposite to 
each branch in the preceding regulation denotes 
the greatest number of marks that can be obtained 
in respect of it. 

6. No candidate will be allowed any marks in res- 
pect of any subject of examination, unless he shall 
be considered to possess a competent Inowledge of that 
subject. * 


7. The Examination will be conducted by means 
of printed questions and written answers, and by 
vivd voce Examination, as may be deemed necessary. 


8. The marks obtained by each candidate, in re- 
spect of each of the subjects in which he shall have 
been examined, will be added up, and the names of 
the candidates who shall have obtained a 
greater aggregate number of marks than any of the 
remaining candidates will be set forth in order of 
merit, and such candilates shall be deemei to be 
selected candidates for the Civil Service of India, 
provided they appear to be in other respects duly

9. Selected candidates before proceeding to India, 
will be on probation for two years, during which 
time they will be examined periodically, witha view 
of testing their progress in the following subjects:

In these examinations, as in the open competition, 
the merit of the candidates examined will be esti- 
mated by marks, and the number set opposite to 
each subject denotes the greatest number of marks 
that can be obtained in respect of it at any one 
examination. ‘The examination will be conducted 
by means of printed questions and written answers, 
and by viv@ voce examination, as may be deemed 
necessary. The last of these examinations will be 
held at the close of the second year of probation, 
and \will be called the ‘Final Examination,’’ at 
which it will be decided whether a selected candidate 
is qualified for the Civil Service of India. 

10. Any candidate who, at any of the periodical 
examinatians, shall appear to have wilfully neglected 
his studies, or to be physically incapacitated for pur- 
suing the prescribed course of training, will be liable 
to have his name removed from the list of selected 
candidates. 

11. No candidate shall be permitted to proceed to 
India before he shall have passed the Final Exami- 
nation, and received a certificate of qualification from 
the Civil Service Commissioners, or after he shall have 
attained the age of twenty-four years. 

12. The selected candidates who, at the Final Ex- 
aminatien, shall be found to have a competent know- 
ledge of the subjects specified in Regulation 9; and 
who shall have satisfied the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners of their eligibility in respect of age, health, 
and character, shall be certified by the said Commis- 
sioners to be entitled to be appointed to the Civil 
Service of India, provided they shall comply with the 
regulations in force, at the time, for that Service. 

13. The seniority in the Civil Service of India of 
the selected candidates shall be determined accord- 
ing to the order in which they stand on the list 
resulting from the Final Examination. 

14, Applications from persons desirous to be ad- 
mitted as candidates are to be addressed to the Sec. 
retary to the Civil Service Commissioners, London, 
S.W., from whom the proper form for the purpose 
may be obtained.

Nore. —(1) The Secretary of State for India in Council has 
authorized the Civil Service Commissioners to state that it is 
his intention to allow the sum of £50 after each of the three

_ shall have complied with such rules as may be laid down for 


the guidance of selected candidates.

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(2) Ail selected eandidstes will be required, after having 

paged the second periodical Examination, to attend at the 
ndia Office for the purpose of entering into an agreement 

binding themselves, amongst other things, to refund in cer- 
tain cases the amount of their allowance in the event of their 
failing to proceed to India. or a candidate under age a 
surety will be required. 

(3) After passing the Vinal Examination, each candidate 
will be required to attend again at the India Office, with a 
view of entering into covenants and giving a bond of £1,000, 
jointly with two sureties, for the due fulfilment of the same. 
"he stamps payable on these documents amount to £3 10s. 

(4) Candidates rejected at the Final Examination of 1873 
will in no case be allowed to present themselves for re-exam- 
ination.

WHEREAS Weare happily at Peace with all 
Sovereigns, Powers, and States : _ 

And whereas notwithstanding Our utmost Exer- 
tions to preserve Peace between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, a State of War unhappily exists 
between His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
French and His Majesty the King of Prussia, and 
between their respective Subjects and others 
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inhabiting within their Countries, Territories, or 
Dominions : 

And whereas We are on Terms of Friendship 
and amicable Intercourse with each of these 
Sovereigns, and with their several Subjects and 
others inhabiting within thei Countries, Territo- 
ries, or Dominions. 

And whereas great Numbers of Our loyal Sub- 
jects reside and carry on Commerce, and possess 
Property and Establishments, and enjoy various 
Rights and Privileges, within the Dominions of 
each of the aforesaid Sovereigns, protected by the 
Faith of Treaties between Us and each of the afore- 
said Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace which they now 
happily enjoy, are firmly purposed and determined 
to abstain altogether from taking any Part, direct- 
ly or indirectly, in the War now unhappily exist- 
ing between the said Soverings, their Subjects and 
Territories, and to remain at Peace with and to 
maintain a paceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects, and 
others inhabiting within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and to main- 
tain a strict and impartial Neutrality im the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our 
Royal Proclamation : 

And We do hereby strictly charge and command 
all Our loving Subjects to govern themselves ac- 
cordingly, and to observe a strict Neutrality in and 
during the aforesaid War, and to abstain from 
violating or contravening either the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm in this Behalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation thereto, as they will answer to 
the contrary at their Peril : 

And whereas in and by a certain Statute made 
and passed in the present Year of Her Majesty, in- 
tituled{* An Act to regulate the Conduct of Her 
“ Majesty’s Subjects during the Existence of Hos- 
“ tilities between Foreign States with which Her 
“Majesty is at Peace,” it is amongst other things 
declared and enacted as follows : 


“TLLEGAL ENLISTMENT. 


“ Tf any Person, without the Licence of Her 
Majesty, being a British Subject, within or without 
Her Majesty’s Dominions, accepts or agrees to 
accept any Commission or Engagement in the 
Military or Naval Service of any Foreign State at 
War with any Foreign State at Peace with Her 
Majesty, and in this Act referred to asa friendly 
State, or whether a British Subject or not within 
Her Majesty’s Dominions,induces any other Person 
to accept or agree to accept any Commission or 


within Her Majesty’s Dominions, induces any other 
Person to quit or to go on board any Ship with a 
view of quitting Her Majesty’s Dominions with 
the like Intent,— 

“ He shall be guilty of an Offence against this 
Act, and shall be punhishable by Fine and 
Imprisonment, or either of such Punish- 
ments, at the Discretion of the Court before 
which the Offender is convicted; and Im- 
prisonment, it awarded, may be either with 
or without Hard Labour. 


“Tfany Person induces any other Person to 
quit Her Majesty’s Dominions or to embark on any 
Ship within Her Majesty's Dominions under a 
Misrepresentation or false Representation of the 
Service in which such Person is to be engaged, with 
the Intent or in order that such Person may accept 
or agree to accept any Commission or Engagement 
in the Military or Naval Service of any Foreign 
State at War with a friendly State,— 

‘‘ He shall be guilty of an Offence against this 
Act, and shall be punishable by Fine and 
Imprisonment, or either cf such Punish- 
ments, at the Discretion of the Court before 
which the Offender is convicted ; and Im- 
prisonment, if awarded, may be either with 
or withcut Hard Labour. 

“Tf the Master or Owner of any Ship, without 
the License of Her Majesty, knowingly either takes 
on board, or engages to take on board, or has on 
board such Ship within Her Majesty’s Dominions 
any of the following Persons, in this Act referred 
to as illegally enlisted Persons ; that is to say, 

“ (1.) Any Person who, being a British Subject 
within or without the Dominions of Her 
Majesty, has, without the License of Her 
Majesty, accepted or agreed to accept any 
Commission or Engagement in the Military 
or Naval Service of any Foreign State at 
War with any friendly State : 

“ (2.) Any Person, beinga British Subject, who, 
without the License of Her Majesty, 1s about 
to quit Her Majesty’s Dominions with in- 
tent to accept any Commission or Engage- 
ment in the Military or Naval Service of 
any Foreign State at War with a friendly 
State ; 

“ (3.) Any person who has been induced to 
embark under a Misrepresentation or false 
Representation of the Service in which such 
Person is to be engaged, with the Intent or 
in order that such Person may accept or 
agree to accept any Commission or Engage- 
ment in the Military or Naval Service of 
any Foreigu State at War with a friendly 
State :

“Such Person shall be deemed to have committed 
an Offence against this Act, and the following Con- 
sequences shall ensue :

by any ship which may have been built, equipped, 
commissioned, or despatched, or the force of which 
may have been augmented, contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act, are brought within the limits of 
Her Majesty’s dominions by the captor, or any 
agent of the captor, or by any person having come 
into possession thereof with knowledge that the 

.same was prize of war so captured as aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for the original owner of such prize, 
or his agent, or for any person authorized in that 
behalf by the Government of the foreign state to 
which such owner belongs, to make application to 
the Court of Admiralty for seizure and detention 
of such prize, and the court shall, on due proof of 
the facts, order such prize to be restored.

Legal Procedure. 


16. Any offence against this Act shall, for all 
purposes of and incidental to the trial and punish- 
ment of any person guilty of any such offence, be 
deemed to have been committed either in the place 
in which the offence was wholly or partly committed, 
or in any place within Her Majesty’s dominions in 
which the person who committed such offence may 
be. 


17. Any offence against this Act may be 
described in any indictment or other document re- 
lating to such offence, in cases where the mode of 
trial requires such a description, as having been 
committed at the place where it was wholly or 
partly committed, or it may be averred generally 
nto heve been committed within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, and the venue or local description in 
the margin may be that of the county, city, or 
place in which the trial is held. 

418. The following authorities, that is to say, in 
the United Kingdom any judge of a superior court’ 
in any other place within the jurisdiction of any 
British court of justice, such court, or, if there are 
more courts than one, the court having the highest 
criminal jurisdiction in that place, may, by warrant

but nothing in this Act contained shall derogate 
from the power of the Court of Admiralty to direct 
any ship to be seized or detained by any officer by 
whom such court may have power under its 
ordinary jurisdiction to direct a ship to be seized or 
detained. 

22. Any officer authorized to seize or detain 
any ship in respect of any offence against this Act 
may, for the purpose of enforcing such seizure or 
detention, call to his aid any constable or officers of 
police, or any officers of Her Majesty’s army or 
navy or marines, or any excise officers or officers 
of customs, or any harbour-master or dock-master, 
or any officers having authority by law to make 
seizures of ships, and may put on board any ship 
so seized or detained any one or more of such 
officers to take charge of the same, and to enforce 
the provisions of this, Act, and any officer seizing 


or detaining any ship under this Act may use 
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indemnified as well against the Queen’s Majesty, 
Her heirs and successors, as against all persons so 
killed, maimed, or hurt. 


23. If the Secretary of State or the chief ex- 
ecutive authority is satisfied that there is a reason- 
able and probable cause for believing that a ship 
within Her Majesty's Dominions has been or is 
being built, commissioned, or equipped contrary to 
this Act, and is about to be taken beyond the 
limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about to 
be despatched contrary to this Act, such Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority shall have 
power to issue a warrant stating that there is 
reasonable and probable cause for believing as 
aforesaid, and upon such warrant the local authority 
shall have power to seize and search such ship, and 
to detain the same until it has been either con- 
demned or released by process of law, ot in 
manner herein-after mentioned. 

The owner of the ship so detained, or his agent, 
may apply -to the Cowt of Admiralty for its 
release, and the court shall as soon as possible put 
the matter of such seizure and detention in course 
of trial between the applicant and the Crown. 

If the applicant establish to the satisfaction of 
the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, the ship shall be 
released and restored. 

Iftheapplicant fail to establish to the satisfaction 
of the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, then the ship shall 
be detained till released by order of the Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority. ; 

The court may in cases where no proceedings are 
pending for its condemnation release any ship de- 
tained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of the court that the 
ship shall not be employed contrary to this Act, 
notwithstanding that the applicant may have failed 
to establish to the satisfaction of the court that 
the ship was not and is not being built, com- 
missioned, or intended to be despatched contrary 
to this Act. The Secretary of State or the chief 
executive authority may likewise release any ship 
detained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of such Secretary of 
State or chief executive authority that the ship 
shall not be employed contrary to this Act, or may 
release the ship without such security if the Secre- 
tary of State or chief executive authority think 
fit so to release the same, : 

If the court be of opinion that there was not 
reasonable and probable cause for the detention, 
and if no such cause appear in the course of the 
proceedings, the court shall have power to declare 
that the owner is to be indemnified by the pay- 
ment of costs and damages in respect to the de- 
tention, the amount thereof to be assessed by the 
court, and any amount so assessed shall be pay- 
able by the Commissioners of the Treasury out of 
any moneys legally applicable for that purpose. 
The Court of Admirality shall also have power to 
make a like order for the indemnity of the owner, 
on the application of such owner to the court, in a 
summary way, in cases where the ship is released 
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by the order of the Secretary of State or the chief 
executive authority, before any application is made 
by the owner or his agent to the court for such 
release. 

Nothing in this section contained shall affect 
any proceedings instituted or to be instituted for 
the condemnation of any ship detained under this 
section where such ship is hable to forfeiture, 
subject to this provision, that if such ship is re- 
stored in pursuance of this section all proceedings 
for such condemnation shall be stayed; and where 
the court declares that the owner is to be indemni- 
fied by the payment of costs and: damages for the 
detainer, all costs, charges, and expenses incurred 
by such owner in or about any proceedings for the 
condemnation of such ship shall be added to the 
costs and damages payable to him in respect of the 
detention of the ship. 

Nothing in this section contained shall apply to 
any foreign non-commissioned ship despatched from 
any part of Her Majesty’s dominions after having 
come within them under stress of weather or in the 
course of a peaceful voyage, and upon which ship 
no fitting out or equipping of a warlike character 
has taken place in this country. 

24. Where it is represented to any local 
authority, as defined by this Act, and .such local 
authority believes the representation, that there i; 
a reasonable and probable cause for believing tha 
a ship within Her Majesty’s dominions has bee: 
or is being built, commissioned, or equipped c™- 
trary to this Act, and is about to be taken beyo.ud 
the limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about 
to be despatched contrary to this Act, it shall be 
the duty of such local authority to detain such 
ship, and forthwith to communicate the fact of 
such detention to the Secretary of State or chief 
executive authority. 

Upon the receipt of such communication the 
Secretary of State or chief executive authority 
may order the ship to be released if he thinks there 
is no cause for detaining her, but if satisfied that 
there is reasonable and probable cause for believing 
that such ship was built, commissioned, or equipped 
or intended to be despatched in contravention 
of this Act, he shall issue his warrant stating 
that there is reasonable and probable cause for 
believing as aforesaid, and upon such warrant being 
issued further proceedings shall be had as in cases 
where the seizure or detention has taken place on 
a warrant issued by the Secretary of State without 
any communication from the local authority. 

Where the Secretary of State or chief executive 
authority orders the ship to be released on the 
receipt of a communication from the local autho- 
rity without issuing his warrant, the owner of the 
ship shall be indemnified by the payment of costs 
and damages in respect of the detention upon ap- 
plication to the Court of Admiralty in a summary 
way in like manner as he is entitled to be indem- 
nified where the Secretary of State having issued 
his warrant under this Act releases the ship before 
any application is made by the owner or his agent 
to the court for such release. 


2%. The Secretary of State or the chief execu- 
tive authority may, by warrant, empower any per- 
son to enter any dockyard or other place within 
Her Majesty’s dominions and inquire as to the 
destination of any ship which may appear to him 
to be intended to be employed in the naval or 
military service of any foreign state at war with a 
friendly state, and to search such ship. 
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26. Any powers or jurisdiction by this Act 
given to the Secretary of State may be exercised 
by him throughout the Dominions of Her Majesty, 
and such powers and jurisdiction may also be 
exercised by any of the following officers, in this 
Act referred to as the chief executive authority, 
within their respective jurisdictions ; that is to 
say : : 
(1.) In Ireland by the Lord Lieutenant or other 

the chief Governor or Governors of Ire- 
land for the time being, or the chief 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant : 
(2.) In Jersey by the Lieutenant Governor : 
(3.) In Guernsey, Alderney, and Sark, and the 
dependent Islands by the Lieutenant 
Governor : 
(4.) In the Isle of Man by the Lieutenant 
Governor : 

(5.) In any British possession by the Governor. 

A copy of any warrant issued by a Secretary of 
State or by any officer authorised an pursuance of 
this Act to issue such warrant in Ireland, the 
Channel Islands, or the Isle of Man shall be laid 
before Parliament. 


27. An appeal may be had from any decision 
of a Court of Admiralty under this Act to the 
same tribunal and in the same manner to and in 
which an appeal may be had in cases within the 
ordinary jurisdiction of the Court as a Court of 
Admiralty. 


=. 3. Subject to the provisions of this Act pro- 
vidiu, for the award of damages in certain cases in 
respect of the seizure or detention of a ship by the 
Court of Admiralty no damages shall be payable, 
and no officer or local authority shall be responsi- 
ble, ether eivilly or criminally, in respect of the 
seizure cv detention of any ship in pursuance of 
this Act. 


29. The Secretary of State shall not, nor shall 
the chief executive authority, be responsible in any 
action or other legal proceedings whatsoever for 
any warrant issued by him in pursuance of this 
Act, or be examinable as a witness, except at his 
owh request, in any court of justice in respect of 
the circumstances which led to the issue of the 
warrant. 


Interpretation Clause. 


30. In this Act, if not inconsistent with the 
context, the following terms have the meanings 
herein-after respectively assigned to them; that is 
to say, 

“ Foreign state’ includes any foreign prirce, 
colony, province, or part of any province or 
people, or any person or persons exercising or 
assuming to excercise the powers of govern- 
ment in or over any foreign country, colony, 
province, or part of any province or people. 

‘Military service” shall include military tele- 
graphy and any other employment whatever, 
in or in connexion with any military operation : 

‘‘ Naval service” shall, as respects a person, 
include service as a marine, employment as a 
pilot in piloting or directing the course of a 
ship of war or other ship when such ship of 
war or other ship is being used in any 
military or naval operation, and any employ- 
ment whatever on board a ship of war, trans- 
port, store ship, privateer, or ship under letters 


of marque ; and as respects a ship, include 

any user of a ship as a transport, store 

ship, privateer, or ship under letters of 
marque : 

“United Kingdom” includes the Isle of Man, 
the Channel Islands, and other adjacent 
islands : 

“ British possession” means any territory, colony, 
or place being part of “Her Majesty’s Do- 
minions, and not part of the United King- 
dom, as defined by this Act : 

“The Secretary of State” shall mean any one 
of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State : 

“The Governor” shall as respects India mean 
the Governor General or the Governor of any 
Presidency, and where a British possession 
Consists of several constituent colonies, mean 
the Governor General of the whole possession 
or the Governor of any of the constituent 
colonies, and as respects any other British 
possession it shall mean the officer for the 
time being administering the government of 
such possession ; also any person acting for 
or in the capacity of a Governor shall be in- 
cluded under the term “ Governor” : 

“Court of Admirality” shall mean the High, 
Court of Admirality of England or Ireland 
the Court of Session of Scotland, or any Vice- 
Admirality Court within Her Majesty’s 
Dominions : 

“Ship” shall include any description of boat, 
vessel, floating battery, or floating craft ; also 
any description of boat, vessely or other craft 
er battery, made to move either on the surface 
of or under water, or sometimes on the surface 
of and sometimes under water : 

‘“ Building” in relation to a ship shall include 
the doing any act towards or incidental to the 
construction of a ship, and all words having 
relation to building shall be construed 
accordingly : 

“ Equipping” in relation to a ship shall include 
the furnishing a ship with any tackle, apparel, 

furniture, provisions, arms, munitions, or 

stores, 01 any other thing which is used in or 
about a ship for the purpose of fitting or 
adapting her for the sea or for naval service, 
and all words relating to equipping ‘shall be 
construed accordingly : 

“Ship and equipment” shall include a ship and 
everything in or belonging to a ship: 

“ Master” shall include any person having the 

charge or ecommand of a ship. 


Repeal of Acts and Saving Clauses. 


31. From and after the commencement of this 
Act, an Act passed in the fifty-ninth year of the 
reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, 
chapter sixty-nine, intituled “An Act to prevent 
“the enlisting or engagement of His Majesty’s 
“subjects to serve in foreign service, and the 
“fitting out or equipping, in His Majesty’s 
“ dominions, vessels for warlike purposes, without 
“ His Majesty’s license,” shall be repealed: Pro- 
vided that such repeal shall not affect any penalty, 
forfeiture, or other punishment incurred or to be 
incurred in respect of any offence committed before 
this Act comes into operation, nor the institution 
of any investigation or legal proceeding, or any 
other remedy for enforcing any such penalty, for- 
feiture, or punishment as aforesaid. 
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22 Nothing in this Act contained shall sub- 
ject to forfeiture any commissioned ship of any 
foreign state, or give to any British court over or 
in respect of any ship entitled to recognition as a 
commissioned ship of any foreign state any Jjuris- 
diction which it would not have had if this Act 
had not passed. =

or be construed to extend to subject to any penalty 
any person who enters in the military service of 
any prince, state, or potentate in Asia, with such 
leave or license as 18 for the time being required 
by law in the case of subjects of Her Majesty 
entering into the military service of princes, states 
or potentates in Asia.

WHEREAS We are happily at Peace with all 
Sovereigns, Powers, and States : 

And whereas notwithstanding Our utmost Exer- 
tions to preserve Peace between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, 2 State of War unhappily exists 
between His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
French and His Majesty the King of Prussia, and 
between their respective Subjects and others 
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inhabiting within thei Countries, Territories, or 
Dominions : 

And whereas We are on Terms of Friendship 
and amicable Intercourse with each of these 
Sovereigns, and with their several Subjects and 
others inhabiting within their Countries, Territo- 
ries, or Dominions, 

And whereas great Numbers of Our loyal Sub- 
jects reside and carry on Commeyce, and possess 
Property and Establishments, and enjoy various 
Rights and Privileges, within the Dominions of 
each of the aforesaid Sovereigns, protected by the 
Faith of Treaties between Usand each of the afore- 
said Sovereigns : 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to 
Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace which they now

8. If any person within Her Majesty’s domin- 
ions, without the license of Her Majesty, does any 
of the following acts; that is to say,— 

(1.) Builds or agrees to build or causes to be 

built any ship with intent or knowledge, 
or haying reascnablecause to believe that 
the same shall or will be employed in the 


Wilittrs oy naval service of any foreign 
State at war wilh any friendly state : or 
(2.) Issues or delivers any commission for any 
ship with intent or knowledge, or havin 
reasonable cause to believe that the same 
shall or will be employed in the military 
or naval service of any foreign state at 
war with any friendly state: or 
(3.) Equips any ship with intent or knowledge, 
or having veasonable‘cause to'believe that 
the same shall or will be employed in the 
military or naval service of any forcign 
state at war with any friendly state: or 
(£.) Despatches, or feauses or allows to be de- 
spatched, any ship, with intent or know- 
ledge, or having reasonable cause to 
believe that the same shall or will be 
employed in the military or naval service 
of any foreign state at war with any 
friendly state : : 
Such person shall be deemed to have committed 
an offence against this Act, and the following con- 
sequences shall ensue :— 


(1.) The offender shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or either of such punish- 
ments, at the discretion of the court 
before which the offender is convicted ; 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. — 

(2.) The ship in respect of which any such 
offence is committed, and her equipment, 
shall be forfeited to Her Majesty : 

Provided that a person building, causing to be 
built, or equipping a ship in any of the cases afore- 
said, in pursuance of a contract made before the 
commencement of such war as aforesaid, shall not 
be liable to any of the penalties imposed by this 
section in respect of such building er equipping if 
he satisfies the conditions following, that is to say: 


(1.) Ifforthwith upon aproclamation of neutrality 
being issued by Her Majesty, he gives 
notice to the Secretary of State tha he is 
so building, causing to be built, or equip. 
ping such ship, and furnishes such par 
ticulars of the contract, and of any matters 
relating to, or done, or tu be done under 
the contract as may be required by the 
Secretary of State : ‘ 

(2.) If he gives such security, and takes and 
permits to be taken such other measures, 
ifany, as the Secretary of State may 
prescribe for ensuring that such ship 
shall not be despatched, delivered, or re. 
moved without the license of Her Majesty 
until the termination of such war as afore- 
said.

§. Where any ship is built by order of or on 
behalf of any foreign state when at war witha 
friendly state, or is delivered to or to the order of 
such foreign state, or any person who to the know- 
ledge of the person building is an agent of such 
foreign state, or is paid for by such foreign state or 
such agent, and is employed in the military or naval 
service of such foreign state, such ship shall, until 
the contrary is proved, be deemed to have been 
built with a view to being so employed, and the 
burden shall lie on the builder of such ship of 
proving that he did not know that the ship was 
intended to be so employed in the military or naval 
service of such foreign state, 
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LO. Lf any person within the dominions of Her 
Majesty, and without the license of Her Majesty,— 

By adding to the number of the guns, or by 
changing those on board for other guns, or by the 
addition of any equipment for war, increases or 
augments, or procures to be increased or aug- 
mented, or is knowingly concerned in increasing or 
augmenting the warlike force of any ship, which, 
at the time of her being within the dominions ot 
Her Majesty, was a ship in the military or naval 
service of any foreign state at war with any friend- 
ly state,— 

Such person shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Act, and shall be punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the court 
before which the offender is convicted ; and 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without hard labour. 


Ui. If any person within the limits of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, and without the license of 
Her Majesty,— 

Prepares or fits out any naval or military expe- 
dition to proceed against the dominions of any 
friendly state, the following consequences shall 
ensue :— 

(1.) Every person engaged in such preparation 
or fitting out, or assisting therein, or em- 
ployed in any capacity in such expedition, 
shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Act, and shall be punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or either of such punish- 
ments, at the discretion of the court be- 
fore which the offender is convicted ; an1 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either 
with or without hard labor. 

(2.) All ships and their equipments, and all arms 
and munitions of war, used in or forming 
part of such expedition, shall be forfeited 
to Her Majesty. 


12. Any person who aids, abets, counsels, or 
procures the commission of any offence against this 
Act shall be liable to be tried and punished as a 
principal offender. 


13. The term of imprisonment to be awarded 
in respect of any offence against this Act shall not 
exceed two years. 


Illegal Prize. 


44. If, during the continuance of any war in 
which Her Majesty may be neutral, any ship, goods, 
or merchandise captured as prize of war within 
the territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, 1m vio- 
lation of the neutrality of this realm, or captured 
by any ship which may have been built, equipped, 
commissioned, or despatched, or the force of which 
may have been augmented, contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act, are brought within the hmits of 
Her Majesty's dominions by the captor, or any 
agent of the captor, or by any person having come 
into possession thereof with knowledge that the 
same was prize of war so captured as aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for the original owner of such prize, 
or his agent, or for any person authorized in that 
behalf by the Government of the foreign state to 
which such owner belongs, to make application to! 


Every such order shall pe executed and carried 
into effect in the same manner, and subject to the 
same right of appeal, as in case of any order made 
in the exercise of the ordinary jurisdiction of such 
court; and, in the meantime, and until a final 
order has been made on such application, the court 
shall have power to make all such provisional and 
other orders as to the care or custody of such cap- 
tured ship, goods, or merchandise, and (if the same 
be of perishable nature, or incurring risk of dete- 
rioration) for the sale thereof, and with respect to 
the deposit or investment of the proceeds of any 
such sale, as may be made by such court in the 
exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction. 


General Provision. 


15. For the purposes of this Act, a license by 
Her Majesty shall be under the sign manual of Her 
Majesty, or be signified by Order in Council or by 
proclamation of Her Majesty. 


Legal Procedure. 


16. Any offence against this Act shall, for all 
purposes of and incidental to the trial and punish- 
ment of any person guilty of any such offence, be 
deemed to have been committed either in the place 
in which the offence was wholly or partly committed, 
or in any place within Her Majesty’s dominions in 
which the person who committed such offence may 
be. 


17. Any offence against this Act may be 
described in any indictment or other document re- 
lating to such offence, in cases where the mode of 
trial requires such a description, as having been 
committed at the place where it was wholly or 
partly committed, or it may be averred generally 
nto heve been committed within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, and the venue or local description in 
the margin may be that of the county, city, or 
place in which the trial is held. 

£8. The following authorities, that is to say, in 
the United Kingdom any judge of a superior court, 
in any other place within the jurisdiction of any 
British court of justice, such court, or, if there are 
more courts than one, the court having the highest 
criminal jurisdiction in that place, may, by warrant 
or instrument In the nature of a warrant in this 
section included in the term “ warrant,” direct that 
any offender charged with an offence against this 
Act shall be removed to some other place in Her 
Majesty’s dominions for trial in cases where it 
appears to the authority granting the warrant that 
the removal of such offender would be conducive 
to the interests of justice, and any prisoner so 
removed shall be triable at the place to which he is 
removed, in the same manner as if his offence had 
been committed at such place. 

Any warrant for the purposes of this section 
may be addressed to the master of any ship or to 
any other person or persons, and, the person or 
persons to whom such warrant is addressed shall 
have power to convey the prisoner therein named 
to any place or places named in such warrant, 
and to deliver him, when arrived at such place or 
places, into the custody of any authority designated 
by such warrant. 

Every prisoner shall, during the time of his

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19. All preceedings for the condemnation and 
forfeiture of a ship, or ship and equipment, or arms 
and munitions of war, in pursuance of this Act 
shall require the sanction of the Secretary of State 
or such chief executive authority as is in this Act 
mentioned, and shall be had in the Court of 
Admiralty, and not in any other court; and the 
Court of Admiralty shall, in addition to any power 
given to the court by this Act, have in respect of 
any ship or other matter brought before it in 
pursuance of this Act all powers which it has in 
the case of a ship or matter brought before it in 
the exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction. 


20. Where any offence against this Act has 
been committed by any person by reason whereof a 
ship, or ship and equipment, or arms and munitions 
of war, has or have become liable to forfeiture, pro- 
ceedings may be instituted contemporaneously or 
not, as may be thought fit, against the offender in 
any court having jurisdiction of the offence, and 
against the ship, or ship and equipment, or arms 
and munitions of war, for the forfeiture in the 
Court of Admiralty ; but it shall not be necessary 
to take proceedings against the offender because 
proceedings are instituted for the forfeiture, or to 
take proceedings for the forfeiture because pro- 
ceedings are taken against the offender. 


21. The following officers, that is to say, 

(1.) Any officer of customs in the United 
Kingdom, subject nevertheless to any 
special or general instructions from the 
Commissioners of Customs or any offi- 
cer of the Board of Trade, subject 
nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from the Board of Trade ; 

(2.) Any officer of customs or public officer in 
any British possession, subject never- 
theless to any special or general in- 
structions from the governor of such 
possession. ; 

(3.) Any commissioned officer on full pay in 
the military service of the Crown, 
subject nevertheless to any special or 
general instructions from his com- 
manding officer ; 

(4.) Any commissioned officer on full pay in 
the naval service of the Crown, subject 
nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from the Admiralty or his 
superior officer, 


may seize or detain any ship lable to be seized or | 


detained in*pursuance of this Act, and such officers 
are in this Act referred toas the “local authority ;’ 
but nothing in this Act contained shall derogate 
from the power of the Court of Admiralty to direct 
any ship to be seized or detained by any officer by 
whom such court may have power under its 
ordinary jurisdiction to direct a ship to be seized or 
detained. 

22. Any officer authorized to seize or detain 
any ship in respect of any offence against this Act 
may, for the purpose of enforcing such seizure or 
detention, call to his aid any constable or officers of 
police, or any officers of Her Majesty’s army or 
navy or marines, or any excise officers or officers 
of customs, or any harbour-master or dock-master, 
or any officers having authority by law to make 
seizures of ships, and may put on board any ship 
so seized or detained any one or more of such 
officers to take charge of the same, and to enforce 
the provisions of this. Act, and any officer seizing 
or detaining any ship under this Act may use 
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force, if necessary, for the purpose of enforcing 
seizure or detention, and if any person is kilied or 
maimed by reason of his resisting such officer in 
the execution of his duties, or any person acting 
under his orders, such officer so seizing or detaining 
the ship, or other person, shall be freely and fully 
indemnified as well against the Queen’s Majesty, 
Her heirs and successors, as against all persons so 
killed, maimed, or hurt. 


23. If the Secretary of State or the chief ex- 
ecutive authority is satisfied that there is a reason- 
able and probable cause for believing that a ship 
within Her Majesty's Dominions has been or is 
being built, commissioned, or equipped contrary to 
this Act, and is about to be taken beyond the 
limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about to 
be despatched contrary to this Act, such Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority shall have 
power to issue a warrant stating that there is 
reasonable and probable cause for believing as 
aforesaid, and upon such warrant the local authority 
shall have power to seize and search such ship, and 
to detain the same until it has been either con- 
demned or released by process of law, or in 
manner herem-after mentioned, 

The owner of the ship so detained, or his agent, _ 
may apply to the Court of Admiralty for its 
release, and the court shall as soon as possible put 
the matter of such seizure and detention in course 
of trial between the applicant and the Crown. 

If the applicant establish to the satisfaction of 
the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, the ship shall be 
released and restored. 

Iftheapplicant fail to establish to the satisfaction 
of the court that the ship was not and is not being 
built, commissioned, or equipped, or intended to be 
despatched contrary to this Act, then the ship shall 
be detained till released by order of the Secretary 
of State or chief executive authority. 

The court may in cases where no proceedings are 
pending for its condemnation release any ship de- 
tained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of the court that the 
ship shall not be employed contrary to this Act, 
notwithstanding that the applicant may have failed 
to establish to the satisfaction of the court that 
the ship was not and is not being built, com- 
missioned, or intended to be despatched contrary 
to this Act. The Secretary of State or the chief 
executive authority may likewise release any ship 
detained under this section on the owner giving 
security to the satisfaction of such Secretary of 
State or chief executive authority that the ship 
shall not pe employed contrary to this Act, or may 
release the ship without such security if the Secre- 
tary of State or chief executive authority think 
fit so to release the same. 

If the court be of opinion that there was not 
reasonable and probable cause for the detention, 
and if no such cause appear in the course of the 
proceedings, the court shall have power to declare 
that the owner is to be indemnified by the pay- 
ment of costs and damages im respect to the de- 
tention, the amount thereof to be assessed by the 
court, and any amount so assessed shall be pay- 
able by the Commissioners of the Treasury out of 
any moneys legally applicable for that purpose. 
The Court of Admirality shall also have power to 
make a like order for the indemnity of the owner, 
on the application of such owner to the court, in a 
summary Way, in cases where the ship is released 
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hy the order of the Secretary of State or the chief | 


executive authority, before any application is made 
by the owner or his agent to the court for such 
release. 

Nothing in this section contained shall affect 
any proceedings instituted or to be instituted for 
the condemnation of any ship detained under this 
section where such ship is lable to forfeiture, 
subject to this provision, that if such ship is re- 
stored in pursuance of this section all proceedings 
for such condemnation shall be stayed ; and where 
the court declares that the owner is to be indemni- 
fied by the payment of costs and damages for the 
detainer, all costs, charges, and expenses incurred 
by such owner in or about any proceedings for the 
condemnation of such ship shall be added to the 
costs and damages payable to him in respect of the 
detention of the ship. 

Nothing in this section contained shall apply to 
any foreign non-commissioned ship despatched from 
any part of Her Majesty’s dominions after having 
come within them under stress of weather or in the 
course of a peaceful voyage, and upon which ship 
no fitting out or equipping of a warlike character 
has taken place in this country. 

24. Where it is represented to any local 
authority, as defined by this Act, and such local 
authority believes the representation, that there is 
a reasonable and probable cause for believing that 
a Ship within’ Her Majesty’s dominions has been 
or is being built, commissioned, or equipped con- 
trary to this Act, and is about to be taken beyond 
the limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about 
to be despatched contrary to this Act, it shall be 
the duty of such local authority to detain such 
ship, and forthwith to communicate the fact of 
such detention to the Secretary of State or chief 
executive authority. 

Upon the receipt of such communication the 
Secretary of State or chief executive authority 
may order the ship to be released if he thinks there 
is no cause for detaining her, but if satisfied that 
there is reasonable and probable cause for believing 
that such ship was built, commissioned, or equipped 
or intended to be despatched in contravention 
of this Act, he shall issue his warrant stating 
that there is reasonable and probable cause for 
believing as aforesaid, and upon such warvant being 
issued further proceedings shall be had as in cases 
where the seizure or detention has taken place on 
a warrant issued by the Secretary of State without 
any coermunication from the local authority. 

Whi e the Secretary of State or chief executive 
authorty orders the ship to be released on the 
receipt of a communication from the local autho- 
rity without issuing his warrant, the owner of the 
ship shall be indemnified by the payment of costs 
and damages in respect of the detention upon ap- 
plication to the Court of Admiralty in a summary 
way in like manner as he is entitled to be indem- 
nified where the Secretary of State having issued 
his warrant under this Act releases the ship before 
any application is made by the owner or his agent 
to the court for such release. 


2. The Secretary of State or the chief execu- 
tive authority may, by warrant, empower any per- 
son to enter any dockyard or other place within 
Her Majesty’s dominions and inquire as to the 
destination of any ship which may appear to him 
to be intended to be employed in the naval or 
military service of any foreign state at war with a 
friendly state, and to search such ship. 


26. Any powers or jurisdiction by this Act 
eiven to the Secretary of State may be exercised 
by him throughout the Dominions of Her Majesty, 
and such powers and jurisdiction may also be 
exercised by any of the following officers, in this 
Act referred to as the chief executive authority, 
| within their respective jurisdictions ; that is to 
say : 

11) In Ireland by the Lord Lieutenant or other 
the chicf Governor or Governors of Ire- 
land for the time being, or the chief 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant : 

(2.) In Jersey by the Lieutenant Governor : 

(3.) In Guernsey, Alderney, and Sark, and the 
dependent Islands by the Lieutenant 
Governor : 

(4.) In the Isle of Man by the Lieutenant 
Governor : 

(5.) In any British possession by the Governor. 

A copy of any warrant issued by a Secretary of 
State or by any officer authorised in pursuance of 
this Act to issue such warrant in Ireland, the 
Channel Islands, or the Isle of Man shall be laid 
before Parliament. 
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27. An appeal may be had from any decision 
of a Court of Admiralty under this Act to the 
same tribunal and in the same manner to and in 
hich an appeal may be had in cases within the 
ordinary jurisdiction of the Court as a Court of 
Admiralty. 


2. Subject to the provisions of this Act pro- 
viding for the award of damages in certain cases in 
respect of the seizure or detention of a ship by the 
Court of Admiralty no damages shall be payable, 
and no officer or local authority shall be responsi- 
ble, either-civilly or criminally, in respect of the 
seizure or cetention of any ship in pursuance of 
this Act. 


29. The Secretary of State shall not, nor shall 
the chief executive authority, be responsible in any 
action or fother legal proceedings whatsoever for 
any warrant issued by him in pursuance of this 
Act, or be examinable as a witness, except at his 
own request, in any court of justice in respect of 
the circumstances which led to the issue of the 
warrant. 


Interpretation Clause. 


30. In this Act, if not inconsistent with the 
context, the following terms have*the meanings 
herein-after respectively assigned to them ; that is 
to say, 

‘“ Foreion state” includes any foreign price, 
colony, province, or part of any province or 
people, or any person or persons exercising or 
assuming to exercise the powers of govern- 
ment in or over any foreign country, colony, 
province, or part of any province or people. 

“Military service” shall include military tele- 
graphy and any other employment whatever, 
in or in connexion with any military operation : 

‘Naval service” shall, as respects a person, 
include service as a marine, employment as a 
pilot in piloting or directing the course of a 
ship of war or other ship when such ship of 
war or other ship is being used in any 
military or naval operation, and any employ- 
ment whatever on board a ship of war, trans- 
port, store ship, privateer, or ship under letters 


any user of a ship as a transport, store 
ship, privateer, or ship under letters of 
marque : 

“ United Kingdom” includes the Isle of Man, 
the Channel Islands, and other adjacent 
islands : 

“ British possession” means any territory, colony, 
or place being part of Her Majesty’s Do- 
minions, and not part of the United King- 
dom, as defined by this Act: 

“The Secretary of State” shall mean any one 
of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State : 

“The Governor” shall as respects India mean 
the Governor General or the Governor of any 
Presidency, and where a British possession 
Consists of several constituent colonies, mean 
the Governor General of the whole possession 
or the Governor of any of the constituent 
colonies, and as respects any other British 
possession it shall mean the officer for the 
time being administering the government of 
such possession ; also any person acting for 
or in the capacity of a Governor shall be in- 
cluded under the term “ Governor” : 

* Court of Admirality” shall mean the High, 
Court of Admirality of England or Ireland 
the Court of Session of Scotland, or any Vice- 
Admirality Court within Her Majesty’s 
Dominions : 

“Ship” shall include any description of boat, 
vessel, floating battery, or floating craft ; also 
any description of boat, vessel, or other craft 
er battery, made to move either on the surface 
of or under water, or sometimes on the surface 
of and sometimes under water : 

“ Building” in relation to a ship shall include 
the doing any act towards or incidental to the 
construction of a ship, and all words having 
relation to building shall be construed 
accordingly : 
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“ Equipping” in relation to a ship shall include 
the furnishing a ship with any tackle, apparel, 
furniture, provisions, arms, munitions, or 
stores, 01 any other ihing which is used in or 
about a ship for the purpose of fitting or 
adapting her for the sea or for naval service, 
and all words relating to equipping shall be 
construed accordingly : 

“Ship and equipment” shall include a ship and 
everything in or belonging to a ship: 

“ Master” shall include any person having the 
charge or command of a ship. 


Repeal of Acts and Saving Clauses. 


3£. From and after the commencement of this 
Act, an Act passed in the fifty-ninth year of the 
reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, 
chapter sixty-nine, intituled “An Act to prevent 
“the enlisting or engagement of His Majesty’s 
“subjects to serve in foreign service, and the 
“fitting out or equipping, in His Majesty’s

vided that such repeal shall not affect any penalty, 
forfeiture, or other punishment incurred or to be

SLATION REGULATIONS. 


47.—Passengers who shall not have purchased their 


Tickets before entering the Cars, will pay an addition- 


al charge of 12 cents. 

48.—Passengers must be respectfully informed, 
that before they can have their baggage checked, 
they must procure tickets at the Ticket Office, and 


_ show them to the Station Baggage Master. 


49 —To avoid all mistakes, passengers must attend 
personally to the checking, and marking of their 
at the place 
designated, when put in the Baggage Car, and must 


be claimed by the owner on the arrival of the Train 


50.—Runners for Railroads, Boats, Stage lines and 
Hotels, and Carters and Hackmen, will not be allowed 
to solicit custom, or Passengers, upon any of the 
Trains—nor will they be allowed to enter the 
Stations, nor come upon the Platforms on the arrival 
of Passenger ‘lrains, to solicit or influence passengers,

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS TO CONDUCTORS. 

12].—In the event of any passenger being drunk

48.—Passengers must be vespectfully informed, 
that before they can have their baggage checked 
they must procure tickets at the Licket Office, an 
show them to the Station Baggage Master. 

49.—To avoid all mistakes, passengers must attend 
personally to the checking, and marking of their 
baggage ; and all baggage will be left at the place 
designated, when put in the Baggage Car, and must 
be claimed by the owner on the arrival of the Train, 

50.—Runners for Railroads, Boats, Stage lines and 
Hotels, and Carters and Hackmen, will not be allowed

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
trom whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence o!

| In answer to the first question I have to state that 
| Her Majesty's Government have no reason to doubt 
| that the pecple of Canada are sincere y desirous of 
| maintaining unimpaired the existing connection with 
| 


the rest of the Empire, and they, theretore, think it 

; unnecessary to enter mto a discussion as to what 
{might be the policy of this Country towards the 
| Dominion if a different state of circumstances were 
to arise. 

Bit I may observe that whilst Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have ever been ready to assivt in preseiv- 
ling a connection based up n the free will of the 
| people of British North America, the 4ssembly can- 
not be ignorant of the disinclination of this Country 
to interfere, by force, with the wishes of the 
Colonists. 

With respect to the second question, I have to 
observe thit it is not within the legal power of the 
Sovereign to dismember the Dominion of Canada,and 
that Her Majesty would view with great regret any 
attempt to disturb an Union which, as She believes, 
is calculated to promote the security of every Pro- 
Vince included in it. 

In conclusion [am to express Her Majesty’s satis- 
faction at the assurances of the continued loyalty and 
attachment of the people of Nova Scotia, and Her 
confident expectation that further experience of the 
results of the Union with Her other North American_ 
Dominions will remove the apprehensions which arg 
entertained by the Assembly, and will prove that in 
assenting to this Union the Imperial Parliament has 
laid the foundation of a great and prosperous com- 
munity, in which Nova Scotia will exercise the influ- 
ence justly due to the vigor of1ts‘inhabitants; and to 
the important maritime position ’'cf its territory.

Canada. 


Bitts or Divoron. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “‘ Official Gazette,” and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
trom whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

Despatch No. 201, of the 7th of September, in which 
you enclose an address to Her Majesty, from the 
House of Assembly of Nova Scotia.

I observe that this address was agreed to by the! 
Assembly, on the 16th of April, it only reached this | 
Country on the 21st of September. If this delay rests | 
with the Provincial Government, I can seareely be | 
wrong in inferring that they do not attach that’ 
importance to the address which on its face it would | | 
appear to deserve. I lose, however, no time in! 
acknowledging it. The House of Assembly reques st | 
to be informed, first, whether should the Dominion | 
of Canada claim to be made independent, Her | 
Majesty’s Government are prepared to acquiesce in 
such a measure and to permit the Dominicn to assume 
the position of a free and independent nation, and 
secondly, whether if the people of any one of the 
Confederated Provinces dissatisfied with the Confed- 
eration, desired independence, Her Majesty would be 
graciously pleased to set it free. 

In answer to the first question I have to state that 
Hier Majesty’s Government have no reason to doubt 
that the peeple of Canada are sincerely desirous of 
maintaining unimpaired the existing connection with 
the rest of the Empire, and they, therefore, think it 
unnecessary to enter to a discussion as to what 
might be the policy of this Country towards the 
Dominion if a different state of circumstances were 
to arise. 

But I may observe that whilst Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have ever been ready to assirt in presery- 
ing a connection based upon the free will of the 
people of British North America, the Assembly can- 
not be ignorant of the disinclination of this Country 


to interfere, by force, with the wishes of the 
Colonists. 
With respect to the second question, I have to 


observe that it is not within the legal powe er of the 
Sovereign to dismember the Dominion of C: inane 
that Her Majesty would view with great regret any 
attempt to disturb an Union which, as She Deliev es, 
is caleulated to promote the security of every Pro. 
vinee meluded in it. 

In conclusion I am to express Her Majesty's satis- 
faction at the assurances of the continued loyalty and 
attachment of thi ple of Nova Scotia, and Her 
confident expectation that further experience of the 
results of the Union with Her other North American 
Dominions will remove the apprehensions which are 
entertained by the tenn and will prove that in 
assenting to this Union the Imperial Parliament has 
laid the foundation of a great and prosperous com- 
munity, in which Nova Scotia will exercise the influ- 


ence justly due to the vigor ofits inhabitants, and to 
the important maritime position of its territory.

CoLoniaL CADETS. 


With reference to the Regulations respecting 
Naval Cadets contained in Cireu'ar No. 3, of the 
6th January, 1870, My Lords Commissioners of 
the Admu ralty are pleased to issue the following 
Rega in regard to the Entry, Passage to 

England, and Pay, | &e., of Colonial Cadets. 

1. Cadets examined in the Flag-Ships abroad 
will, if they pass, be entered as Supernumeraries 
for Victuals only, and sent home in any Man-of- 
War or Transport about to leave for England to 
join the “ Britannia.” In the event of no such 
Ship being about to leave for England, Passage, 
including Mess, at the public expense, is to be pro- 
vided for them by Mail Packet, or by private Ship ; 
the latter being preferred where the Packet fares 
are high. 

‘They will not count time or receive pay until 
they join the “Britannia ,” and arrangements are 
to be made that, if possible, they may arrive in 
England a short time before the commencement of 
a term ; 7.¢., before the Ist February or the 3rd 
August ; ; and Parents are to arrange for the pay- 
ments, on their account, being received by th» Ac- 
countant General, prior to the Cadets joiming the 
“ Britannia.” R

All applications "for Private Bills, properly the 
stibjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘The British North America

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
© the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal. Lock, Dam, or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the mcorporation of any 
the rights or property of other parties, or relate to 
any particular class of the community; or for making 
any amendment of a like nature to any former Act,— 
shall require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specity.

6th. A Stock Book must be kept in the Factory, in 
which Book must be entered :— 

(a) The particulars of every package of Alcohol, 
brought in, stating where manufactured, the strength 
and quantity; the marks, &c., on the casks, and the 
general number of the Permit under which it was 
conveyed to the Manufactory. 

(5) The particulars of every quantity mixed, shew- 
ing the marks, &c., of the original packages from 
which it was taken; the quantity and strength of the 
“Methylated Spirits’’ produced from it, and the 
particulars as to marks,numbers, &c., of the Casks in 
which it is placed. 

7th. Every entry in the Stock Book is to be checked 
by the officer in charge, who must keep an ac 
count of each transaction, which account or a dupli- 
cate thereof is to be taken to the Inland Revenue 
office, immediately afver each transaction.

2nd, A sample of the wood Naphtha (say about 
four ounces) shall be sent to the Department from 
every cask or package used. 

3rd. Not less than 100 proof gallons of Alcohol 
shall be mixed at one time, which shall be mixed in 
an open mixing tub, in the presence of the officer 
who shall then test and guage it as to strength and 
quantity. 

4th. With every 100 proof gallons of Alcohol, there 
shall be mixed at least twelve and-a-haif galions of 
‘‘ Wood Naphtha of Commerce,” the whole being 
mixed together. 

5th. After the mixing has been thoroughly com- 
pleted, the strength of the mixture shall be, tested, 
and the quantity gauged by the ofticer in attendance 
and duly recorded. The mixture shall then be 
placed in casks, the casks being branded or marked 
on the head in legible characters, with the words—

(a) The particularsof every package of Alcohol 
brought in, stating where manufactured, the strength 
and quantity; the marks, &c., on the casks, and the 
general number of the Permit under which it was 
conveyed to the Manufactory. 

(0) The particulars of every quantity mixed, shew- 
ing the marks," &c., of the original packages from 
which it was taken; the quantity and strength of the 
‘‘Methylated Spirits’ produced from it, and the 
particulars as to marks,ynumbers, &c., of the Casks in 
which it is placed. 

7th. Every entry in the Stock Book is to be checked 
by the officer in charge, who must keep an ac 
count of each transaction, which account or a dupli- 
cate thereof is to be taken to the Inland Revenue 
office, immediately after each transaction. 

8th. So soon as the mixing and barreling has been 
completed, the ‘Methylated Spirits” shall be remoy- 
ed from fhe Bonded Manufactory, and duly entered 
for warehouse.as required by the regulations in that 
behalf.
